CONCERNS have been raised 
that soaring charges for freight 
on the new high-speed line run- 
ning from the Continent through 
Kent could add to the millions of 
lorries already using the county’s 


road network. 

The project cost nearly £6 billion and when 
the high-speed service is introduced in 
December journey times for passengers trav- 
elling between Ashford and London will be 
slashed to 36.5 minutes, but daily passenger 
ticket prices could rocket to £67. 

Freight movements on the new line could 
also soar, with Eurotunnel confirming it is set 
to charge nearly 500 per cent more than nor- 
mal Network Rail charges. 


Capacity 


A spokesman, who refused to provide specif- 
ic figures because they were on a “commercial 
contract basis”, said: “The differential price 
does exist but it is not a Eurotunnel issue it is 
a Government issue, because the high-speed 
track was constructed using Government 
funds so they lead the price setting for it.” 

Eurotunnel, the operator of the Channel 
Tunnel, said it had a great capacity for rail 
freight and was keen to see that sector of its 
business grow. 

The Green Party in Kent said the pro- 
posed price hikes for freight would mean 
that more lorries would end up transporting 
goods using the county’s already strained 
road network. 

Kent County Council said that 3.75 million 
lorries come into Kent through the ports and 


fall ill and by the time the crew reached 
Singapore he could barely stand and had to be 
left at the hospital.

the Channel Tunnel each year and the 
Greens said that number was increasing at a 
rate of seven to eight per cent annually.

Jo Abbott, a spokeswoman for the RAC 
Foundation, which promotes the environmen- 
tal, economic, mobility and safety issues relat- 
ed to the use of motor vehicles, was aware of 
the high amount of HGVs already on Kent’s 
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and saying it has been too long now and it is 
too late.

roads and raised concerns about safety. 

She said: “We are concerned about the risk 
to motorists’ safety posed by increased num- 
bers of left-hand drive HGVs on Kent’s roads 
that may result from freight companies 
switching to road as rail-freight becomes 
more expensive. 

“Statistics from the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency (VOSA) already show that 
foreign lorries are more often less roadwor- 
thy than UK vehicles. 

“On a mile-for-mile basis, a foreign lorry is 
about three times more likely to be involved 
in an accident than a UK vehicle. 

“If there is an increase in the numbers of 
foreign vehicles on Kent’s roads, we would 
expect to see more advice being available to 
their drivers on arrival at the ports, and more 
inspections from VOSA.” 

KCC leader Paul Carter took a more prag- 
matic view of the soaring freight charges: 
“Certainly the amount of freight that goes 
on the railway is not that great at the 
moment,” he said. 

“Therefore, the percentage increase in lorry 
movements is going to be pretty small. The 
Greens never admit to this.” 

He said companies chose to move freight by 
HGVs over rail because it was quicker and 
cheaper. 

Asked whether the high-speed line would 
make it more attractive due to the slashed 
journey times, he said: “But rail is not as easy 
as that. You have to change railway line, get to 
the next distribution point... Whereas using 
road you can have one lorry and one driver.” 

He added: “That is why at the moment 
capacity on the Channel Tunnel has been 
there, it has been led by the market and you 
can’t buck the market place.” 

A spokesman for the Department for 
Transport said: “Freight operators are in dis- 
cussions with High Speed 1 about the freight 
charges but nothing has been announced.”

Police warning fails 
to deter scavengers 


SCAVENGERS are ignoring police 
appeals to stay away from the Thanet 
coast after a huge cargo of timber washed 
up between Ramsgate and Broadstairs. 

About 1,500 tonnes of sawn wood began 
to wash ashore on Wednesday night after 
being lost overboard from a Russian ship 
earlier in the week. 

Police warned that taking any of the 
wood was a criminal offence — but that 
didn’t stop scores of people from helping 
themselves. 

Most claimed they were within their 
rights to do so, so long as they had the 
correct paperwork to notify the Receiver 
of Wreck at the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency. 

The receiver's role is to decide upon the 
importance of wrecks and act as the mid- 
dle man between owner and scavengers. 

Dennis Solly, 48, from Ramsgate, said: 
‘Tm having some of it. I've told the police 
and got the papers, so it’s all legit. 

“The legal situation? It’s a grey area. As 
long as you tell them youre taking it, 
youre all right. I'll just be storing it for 
them, it’s salvage rights. 

“Tve lived here all my life and I think 
Tm as entitled as anyone to some of it.” 

Fellow Ramsgate resident Martin 
Hodge, 31, said he would be taking 
some of the wood as he did not believe

its owners would want it back. 

He said: “It'll all be twisted and soaked 
through with saltwater. It'll need so much 
treatment it won’t be worth their while 
getting it back.” 

The timber fell from the Russian-regis- 
tered vessel Sinegorsk on Monday, 14 miles 
off of Newhaven, East Sussex. The ship 
was sailing between Sweden and Egypt. 

Police Chief Supt John Molloy, the area 
commander for east Kent, said: “We are 
working with the coastguard and other 
agencies to make the beaches safe. 

“I would remind everyone that shore- 
lines can be dangerous, particularly in 
poor weather, and people could be putting 
themselves at unnecessary risk by ven- 
turing into the sea to salvage the timber.”

East loses out on EU millions 


RURAL Kent received a multi-million pound 
boost this week — but eastern parts of the 
county have missed out, writes Tony Patey. 

European Union grants totalling £3.85 
million have been made available to help 
business, farmers and communities in mid 
and west Kent, but a bid for cash for the east 
was unsuccessful. 

Cllr Richard Long, Kent County Council's 
lead member for regeneration and support- 
ing independence, said it was a “huge disap- 
pointment” east Kent lost out.

on County Hall finances 


KENT County Council is 
still accepting financial 
advice from the company 
that failed to warn it 
against investing £50 mil- 
lion in Iceland. 

Finance cabinet member Cllr 
Nick Chard told KOS Media that 
financial advisors Butlers — a com- 
pany run by Conservative Party 
treasurer Michael Spencer — had 
been “very helpful” in the months 
since the Icelandic banking col- 
lapse. However, he sought to assure 
taxpayers there was hardly any risk 
associated with where their money 
was now being placed. 

Cllr Chard said: “For the time 
being all deposits are going to the 
Debt Management Office, which is 
part of the Treasury. 

“We are still considering and dis- 
cussing our future relationship with 
Butlers, but are still in regular con- 
tact with them because it is useful 
to know what the credit ratings 
agencies say, even if we are not 
using them to make deposits. It’s

still good to receive market informa- 
tion and Butlers have been very 
helpful in looking at things such as 
loans that we have to make.” 

KCC has been depositing money 
with the Debt Management Office 
since the banking collapse last 
October, but such a procedure is not 
sustainable in the long term. 

The rates of interest the council 
currently receive are between 60 
and 70 per cent less than before, 
which would lead to an annual loss 
of £6m if maintained. 

Liquidity 

That figure is the equivalent of 
about one per cent on council tax. 
Cllr Chard said the council was still 
working hard to recoup the cash 
frozen in Icelandic banks. 

About £18m is being held by the 
UK-based Heritable bank, with the 
remaining £32m split between 
Landsbanki and Glitnir. 

He said: “Nick Vickers [KCC’s 
head of financial services] will be 


going back to Iceland for more meet- 
ings soon, but it’s just a waiting 
game at the moment. 

“We're still in discussions with 
their government and the banks, so 
hopefully we can keep things mov- 
ing forward, which is what we’ve 
been doing at every opportunity. We 
knew it would take time, but we are 
still working on the premise that we 
will get all the money back.” 

Cllr Chard added there had been 
no further developments regarding 
the money placed with Heritable, 
which is now being run by adminis- 
trators Ernst & Young. 

Earlier this month KCC 
announced a council tax rise of 2.85 
per cent — the lowest increase ever — 
suggesting the £50m loss has so far 
had no impact on services. 

Cllr Chard said: “I maintain this 
was never an issue of liquidity and 
we didn’t need to spend the money. 
It hasn’t made an impact on servic- 
es, and nor shall it for quite some 
time, depending on the final out- 
come of the banks.”

A LEADING police officer has 
told of his “frustration” over the 
Kent force’s misreporting of seri- 


ous violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces nation- 
ally that had miscounted the numbers of 
the most serious offences such as attempted 
murder and grievous bodily harm (GBH), 
due to a change in Home Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to 
suspend serious violent offences statistics 
from its crime figures for the third quarter 
of 2008, which were due to be published on 
Thursday. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter 
West told KOS Media: “It is frustrating, in 
as much as when new crime recording 
methods and differences are introduced, 
and the guidance that goes with that, it 
takes a period of settling down.” 

In April, last year, the Home Office clari- 
fied the counting rules for how violent 
crimes should be defined and recorded by 
forces. 

“A serious violent crime category makes 
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sense and it makes sense to the public, but 
you have to have the training in the record- 
ing systems and how officers will record it,” 
Mr West said. 

Reports said forces had been downgrading 
crimes where there was an intention to 
cause serious injury but no actual injury 
resulted. Forces were accused of not count- 
ing some of the most serious violent crimes. 
But Kent Police said they had over-counted 
serious violent crime. 

Mr West said: “There is a bit of frustration 
over the media inference that we were 
under-recording. That is definitely not the 
case as far as we are concerned.” 

The suggestion was that forces had delib- 
erately brushed under the carpet serious 
offences to improve their statistics. 

“We have suspended our figures because 
of applying the wrong interpretation of the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures 
before the end of the financial year,” he said. 
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“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of 
our total — 1,277 out of 20,204 crimes — and 
when we have gone through every one with 
the most recent guidance, every indication 
is that the figure will fall.” 

He said the technicalities did not change 
the fact that violent crime in Kent was 
going down. Violent crime has fallen by 16.2 
per cent during the last two years, which 
represents a reduction of 3,919 offences. 

The British Crime Survey results, which 
were published on Thursday and are based 
on independent findings, showed a nine per 
cent reduction in total violent crime in 
Kent. 

Mr West said Kent Police were rated 
‘excellent’ for crime recording by the Audit 
Commission and had rigorously applied the 
new guidelines. 

He added that the force was working with 
the Home Office to ensure the recording of 
serious violent crime matched the counting 
rules. 
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THE first national Armed Forces

They and their families have made 
and continue to make huge personal sacri- 
fices to ensure the interests of our country 
are defended and this is our chance to say 
thank you. 

“We are encouraging communities to put 
on some type of event in recognition of our 
Armed Forces — past, present and future — 
to show our appreciation.”

Owner in plea to help catch 
the attackers who killed dog

THE thugs who mutilated and 
killed a number of dogs in different 


attacks are being hunted by officials. 


In one incident, two youths savagely kicked 
to death a golden retriever which was out for a 
walk with a friend of the owner. 

In a second incident, the mutilated corpses of 
several dogs have been dumped at a beauty spot. 


The attack on the retriever happened near 
Albany Road, Chatham, when the youths set 
about kicking the nine-year-old dog called Bailey. 

When the motiveless horror attack was over, 
the animal was rushed to the vet, but despite 
treatment it died the next day. Bailey suffered 
broken ribs and a punctured lung. 

Now the RSPCA is appealing for help in 
finding those responsible and it may take legal 
action. The attackers are both aged about 18, 
white and of medium height. 

The dog’s owner Beryl Phillips, 52, who 
works at Morrisons, in Strood, said: “A friend 
was walking Bailey, who was off the lead head-

ing for the local park, when two youths start- 
ed kicking him. 

“It was horrible. My friend shouted out, and 
they ran. We had to take Bailey to the vet, 
and after being given some morphine we took 
him home. 

“Later that evening, there were fluid 
sounds coming from his back, and we rushed 
him to the emergency vet in Maidstone. 

“He tested to see if there was blood 
seeping inside his body and it appeared 
he was clear. 

“Bailey was kept in overnight, and we 
could then take him back to the vet in 
Gillingham for another examination. 

“By this time Bailey was having trouble 
breathing and he was given an X-ray. We 
left him there to be treated, but the vet said 
he could see the stomach swelling, and he 
knew something was wrong. 

“We telephoned to see how he was getting 
on, and were told by mistake that he was 
okay and could be picked up at 6pm. But 
then 20 minutes later they rang back to 
apologise and to tell us Bailey had died. 


“A rib had been broken and he also had a 
punctured lung. 

“I want these two people caught. They 
caused enormous suffering to a helpless and 
faithful pet. We’d had him from a puppy — he 
was adorable, and I can’t believe he was killed 
in this disgusting way.” 

RSPCA Inspector Alana Chapman said: 
“This was a horrific, totally out of the blue 
attack. We would like to hear from anyone 
with any information on this.” 

Meanwhile, the mutilated bodies of three 
German shepherd dogs have been found 
dumped at a beauty spot at Wouldham. 

Dog fighting has not been ruled out, but the 
RSPCA believes they suffered the injuries 
some other way. 

Spokesman Klare Kennett said: “We firmly 
suspect these injuries are deliberate in some 
way and not accidental.” 

One adult dog had a broken leg, a broken 
back and cut injuries all over its body. 

Two six-month puppies were found dead in 
the same area over the past few weeks, with 
similar injuries. A dead Staffordshire bull ter- 
rier has also been found. 

The dogs were collected by the council dog 
warden and the RSPCA was informed. 

And on Tuesday morning, the body of a Jack 
Russell terrier, with injuries to its head and 
legs and cuts and scrapes was found at 
Wouldham Common. 

RSPCA Inspector Alana Chapman said: “It is 
strange these dogs have all been found with this 
horrific injuries. We would like to know who they 
belonged to and what is going on here.” 

A conviction of animal cruelty can attract six 
months in jail and a £20,000 fine.

MIDWIVES in Kent have 
developed an audit tool that 
has seen Caesarean section 
rates drop by up to five per cent. 


Concerns have been raised that 
Caesarean rates, which have doubled 
over the past 10 years, are too high and 
the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have normal births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife 
for Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust, entered her team into the 
Royal College of Midwives (RCM) annu- 
al awards in the ‘innovation’ category 
after they developed the ‘midwifery 
practice audit’. 

She said the tool was placed in the top 
three out of entries from across the UK, at 
the ceremony on Thursday at the Royal 
Garden Hotel in Kensington, London. 

The audit tool, which was first devised 
in 2003 by a group of senior midwives led 
by Hilary Thomas at Pembury Hospital, 
was used again during 2007-08. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates 
have doubled across the UK but we have

trust in a new role in 2006 to pro- 
mote normal births, it was agreed 
it would be run again at the 
Pembury maternity unit, which 
deals with 2,500 births a year. 
Research shows that women 
who give birth normally are more 
likely to breast feed, which is con- 
sidered to be the best nutritional- 
ly for newborn children and to 
build up their natural defences. 
During the second trial of the 
audit, Caesarean rates dropped by 
more than two per cent overall 


from 26 per cent of births in 2007 
to 23.4 per cent in 2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that among 
first-time mums going into labour 
naturally the team saw the best 
results with a five per cent fall in 
C-sections. 

Mrs Gregson said that while C- 
sections were important for women 
experiencing serious complications 
in their labour, or who had medical 
conditions, many were being car- 
ried out unnecessarily. 

Around 24 per cent of UK births 
are C-sections, while the World 
Health Organisation’s target is for 
no more than 10 to 15 per cent. 

The RMC has called the rate 
“worryingly high” and has said it is 
linked to a shortage of midwives. 

A petition, signed by 30,000 mid- 
wives, was handed into Downing 
Street on Thursday calling for 
funding for more of the specialists. 

Mrs Gregson said the audit tool 
was now being used by Maidstone 
Hospital, and another trust in 
Kent had expressed interest. 


will now take on responsibility for 
the device which has shown in inde- 
pendent tests to reduce fuel con- 
sumption by more than 10 per cent, 
reduce CO2 and cut hydrocarbon 
emissions to zero.

going up in — and I was stunned by how small it was. 


This is the most popular aircraft 
for training pilots as it is very light 
and sensitive to the touch. 

Richard first explained the 
three flying controls — the cyclic 
stick used to speed up, slow 
down or go left or right, the col- 
lective lever used to make the 
craft rise or fall, and two foot- 
pedals used to control the tail 
rotor. Pressing the pedals rotates 
the helicopter left or right, which 
is used to hover. For the trial 
flight you only take control of the 
cyclic stick, but it’s good to 
understand the basics of rota- 
tional flight before taking off.

Richard stressed how sensi- 
tive the stick was and explained 
where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out 
and settled, the controls would 
be passed to me. I was then fully

The Robinson R22 has a per- 
spex canopy stretching down to 
your feet, which gives an incred- 
ible view. It feels like floating on 
the air. It’s an amazing feeling 
lifting off the ground and soar- 
ing away with the whole of 
Medway, Hoo, Sheppey and the 
Thames Estuary stretching in 
front of me. Richard calmly 
talked me through every step of 
the take-off and going into flight, 
and got me used to the vibration 
and noise of the craft as we 
headed towards Leeds Castle. 

Then after just a few minutes, 
I gripped my side of the dual- 
control main stick to feel his 
movements and then I was fly- 
ing the chopper. The stick was 
unbelievably sensitive and I sent 
us veering off to the right and 
back. But after being corrected 
by Richard, I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim 
of the introductory lesson.

As I relaxed and my confi- 
dence grew, I was able to look 
around and take in the stunning 
views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny 
winter day. 

After following the M20 over 
Maidstone to Leeds Castle, 
which looks even better from the 
air, Richard took charge to turn 
around and then demonstrate 
how to land a helicopter in an 
emergency. 

If the craft loses power it can 
still fly through the wind turn- 
ing the rotor blades, which is 
known as auto-rotation. 

So unlike in the movies where 
the choppers spin out of control 
into the ground, helicopters can 
safely make emergency landings. 

Before reaching the ground, 
Richard fired up the engine and 
we headed back to Medway, with 
me taking the controls again. 

The feeling of keeping it 
straight and level, and speeding 
up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was 
brilliant. After hovering above 
the airfield’s runway and me 
briefly taking the controls, we 
landed back at AV8’s hub. I will 
never forget the experience and 
hope it won’t be the last time I 
get to fly a helicopter.

EUROPEAN Union plans to 
limit the amount of fish amateur 
anglers can catch could be bad 
news for the shops and business- 
es that depend on the hobby. 


Boat charter companies, tackle shops and 
other related businesses may all suffer 
unless the EU withdraws what many 
insiders feel is an unfair ruling for recre- 
ational fishermen in the UK. 

The plans were introduced as a way of 
clamping down on those on the Continent 
who use large nets to gather fish to feed 
their families. 

If the EU does not back down, skippers 
who take tourists on sea-angling trips off 
Kent's coast and those who fish from piers 
and beaches will have to abide by the same 
quota rules as commercial fishermen 
throughout Europe. 

Kent Charter Fishing owner Dave 
Hancock said: “This could slaughter our 
business, but we may have no choice but to 
deal with it. It could make life very difficult 
for us. We would have to fish for different 
species and record every catch, which 
would be a big hassle. 

“Tf you put our catches beside the amount 
caught by commercial fishermen, our num- 
bers are insignificant. It doesn’t seem fair 
and we want things to stay the way they 
are.” 

Kent MEP Daniel Hannan, who is a 
member of the European Parliament’s 
committee on fisheries, said he would fight 
the decision. 

He said: “It’s outrageous to extend this 
policy to recreational anglers. 

“When large-scale commercial fishing in 
places such as Margate dried up, people

started taking tourists out on angling trips 
on boats instead. For them to have to regis- 
ter their catch is preposterous. 

“But I think there’s a reasonable chance 
of stopping this going through. Some stupid 
decisions have been passed before, but this 
one is so indefensible I’m fairly confident 
we'll be able to fix it.” 

About 1.4 million Britons enjoy sea fish- 
ing, creating about 20,000 jobs in the 
process. 

The newly-formed Angling Trust has 
promised to fight the EU proposals all the 
way and is encouraging recreational fisher- 
men to contact their MEPs. 

Trust member Leon Roskilly, from 
Rainham, said: “We would like the two sec- 
tors [commercial and recreational] to be 
regulated differently and more appropri- 
ately, because if this goes through it will 
have a hell of an impact on the sport. 

“We're having meetings with Defra and 
the European Anglers’ Alliance to see what 
can be done. 

“We're talking about the EU here so 
there’s a possibility they won’t listen, but 
there’s been a furore over this. 

“Whoever came up with this regulation 
can’t have imagined they would receive 
such a reaction.”

A KENT couple are the first in the 
UK to be arrested for selling fake 


Nintendo DS games consoles. 

It’s claimed the pair made £50,000 in 
December alone. 

They were picked up by investigators 
determined to clamp down on video game 
pirates. 

They allegedly seized 40 counterfeit 
Nintendo DS handheld consoles from 
the pair after watching internet auctions 
on eBay. 

Officials said the husband and wife team 
come from the Bromley area. 

The seizure of 40 counterfeit Nintendo DS 
consoles is the first instance of its kind in the 
UK, investigators said. 

The raid on Tuesday was by investigators 
from Bromley Trading Standards Department 
and local police. 

They said the consoles were packaged 
with potentially dangerous power units as 


games for the DS and Game Boy 


Advance systems as well as two 
laptops and a PC tower were 
seized at the couple’s home. 

Invoices allegedly revealed the 
couple had traded online over a 
two-year period using different 
identities, officers said. 

The early stages of financial 
investigation suggest a profit of 
more than £50,000 may have 
been made by the couple in 
December, 2008, alone.

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Animal rights 
activist jailed 
over blackmail 


AN ANIMAL rights extremist from Kent has 
been jailed for five years for conspiring to 
blackmail suppliers of a research laboratory. 

Daniel Wadham, 21, from 
Bromley, was a member of 
Stop Huntingdon Animal 
Cruelty (SHAC), which 
used paedophile smears, 
criminal damage and bomb 
hoaxes to intimidate com- 
panies associated with the 
Cambridgeshire-based 
Huntingdon Life Sciences. 

The group also sent used 
sanitary items in the post 
and daubed messages out- SENTENCED: 
side managers’ homes like 7 
“puppy killer”. Daniel Wadham 

Wadham and six fellow SHAC members were 
sentenced to a total of 50 years imprisonment 
when they appeared at Winchester Crown Court, 
Hampshire, on Wednesday. 

All seven were also given Asbos banning 
them from travelling to any of the firms they 
targeted. 

Judge Neil Butterfield, sentencing, referred 
to the extremists’ campaign as “urban terror- 
ism” that had made their victims’ lives “a liv- 
ing hell”. 

He added: “It was a relentless, sustained 
campaign designed to strike such fear in the 
minds of employees that the companies would 
capitulate. 

“I expect you will be seen by some as martyrs 
for a noble cause but that would be misplaced. 

“You are not going to prison for expressing your 
beliefs, you are going to prison because you have 
committed a serious criminal offence.”

THE anarchy and anti-establish- 
ment ideology of the punk rock 
movement provided a welcome dis- 
traction from the daily grind of 
suburban life in Kent for a group of 


misfit music fans. 

An early Sex Pistols gig at Ravensbourne 
College, Chislehurst, in 1975 sparked the cre- 
ation of what was to become known as the 
Bromley Contingent, many of whom would go 
on to form bands themselves as the scene 
gained momentum. 

In a 2001, 3:AM magazine interview one of 
the members, Bertie ‘Berlin’ Marshall, reflect- 
ed that the band’s manager, the entrepreneur 
Malcolm McLaren, had wanted to create a 
scene around the Pistols like the Factory in 
New York around Andy Warhol and the Velvet 
Underground. 

Notable members of the Bromley Contingent 
included among others Siouxsie Sioux, Jordan, 
Debbie Juvenile, Billy Idol, Steve Severin, Berlin 
Marshall, Simone Thomas and Simon Barker. 

On the website Punk 77, Severin is quoted say- 
ing of the beginning: “When our paths crossed 
the group’s it was more a meeting of the minds. 

“It was never so much that we were fans as 


they just happened to be guys who played in a 
group... Although it may seem unusual for a 
band to be close to their fans, we became more 
like friends since things hadn’t really gotten to

Bromley was an awakening. 
“They were what we wanted 
to happen,” he said. “If we 
could visualise the rock band 
of the mid-seventies, it was in 
front of us — The Sex Pistols.” 
It was not just a new gener- 
ation of angry and disillu- 
sioned young men who took to 
the stage causing chaos and 
creativity; women were involved in the 
scene as more than just passive groupies. 
As Punk 77 states: “These girls/women 
weren't seen as sex symbols with a curvy 
figures or a page-three glamour girl, 
though some oozed sex appeal in spades. 
“They were seen as more rabid, St 
Trinian’s vamps, out to holler a defiant yell 
from the confines of controlled society.” 
At the centre of the Contingent was 
Siouxsie Sioux (Susan Ballion), who formed 
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PUNK IDOLS: (I-r) The Bromley 


Siouxsie and the Banshees along with 
Severin in 1976. They played their first gig 
at the 100 Club punk festival, which includ- 
ed a 15-minute rendition of the Lord’s 
Prayer with Sid Vicious playing the drums. 

She was famed for her high leg kicking 
on stage as well as her swastika armband, 
designed to shock and provoke. She also 
pioneered wearing fetish and 
bondage gear and death-like 
makeup, which would later 
influence the goth scene. 

The band’s first single, Hong 
Kong Garden, was released in 
1978 and named after a take- 
away in Chislehurst High 
Street where Siouxsie had 
seen the Chinese _ staff 
terrorised by skinheads. 

The Bromley Contingent 
were thrust to media notori- 
ety after members, including 
Sioux and Severin, appeared 
on the Bill Grundy show on 
ITV with the Pistols in 1976. 

The band’s original line-up, 
Johnny Rotten, Steve Jones, 
Glen Matlock and Paul Cook 
and the Contingent, after 
much goading from Grundy, 
shattered the squeaky clean 
image of British television by 
swearing live on air. 

After the presenter tried to 
‘chat up’ Sioux, asking if 
they could meet after the 
show, it ends with Jones 
labelling him a “f***ing 
rotter!” The tabloids, their 
readers and much of the 
country were outraged. 

But like all successful 
counterculture movements, punk evolved 
and mutated into the very thing it was 
once the antithesis of: commercial and 
mainstream. 

At one point the Daily Mail, the prudish 
embodiment of middle Britain normality, 
ran an article on ‘How to turn yourself 
into a punk’. 
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‘Gherkin’ tower plan felled

PLANS for a 33-storey Gravesend 
‘Gherkin’ in the town’s heritage 
quarter have been dropped amid a 


storm of controversy and protest. 

Gravesham Borough Council announced 
that an application for the riverside tower, 
which was to include 223 apartments and a 
restaurant, was withdrawn by developer 
Edinburgh House Estates on Tuesday. 

Council leader Cllr Mike Snelling said: “The 
cabinet has agreed that, as far as the executive 
is concerned, the tower is now dead. 

“We always said we would listen and act 


after consultations. That is exactly what we 
have done.” 

However, campaigners have criticised the 
consultation carried out by the council and 
Edinburgh House Estates. Cllr Snelling 
claimed the agreement to withdraw the tower 
from the £150 million regeneration scheme 
was a “triumph of process over protest”. 

Campaigners protested against the tower, 
which was labelled the ‘Gravesend Gherkin’ 
after the iconic Swiss Re building in London, 
because of its scale, size and location. 

A demonstration was held at the developer’s 
London offices, a Facebook group was set up 
and last summer opponents gathered at the 
green area where the tower would have been 
built, all in protest over the scheme. 

Campaign group Urban Gravesham called 
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the controversial tower an “oversized monster” 
and a petition against the building collected 
more than 6,000 signatures. 

Martin McKay, the group’s vice-chairman, 
said: “We are delighted. It is a victory for peo- 
ple power. The council and the developers have 
seen sense to drop it. However, we still want 
assurances that the green space, St Nicholas 
Gardens, where the tower would have been 
built, will be protected. 

“Secondly, our understanding is that the 
council and the developers wish to proceed. 

“The rest of the scheme has its own problems 
and instead of rushing forward, what we 
would like to happen is for the council to 
organise workshops for local people, business- 
es, English Heritage and the developers to 
work out the principles for regeneration.” 


He claimed the proposals had exposed 
divisions in the town and the withdrawal of 
the tower provided a hiatus for proper con- 
sultation over the regeneration. 

Martin Wilson, the heritage spokesman 
for Gravesham Liberal Democrats, said: 
“Criticism must be levelled at the way our 
bungling council has handled the matter. In 
moving it forward, we will work to ensure 
that the council consults legally and prop- 
erly with residents.” 

English Heritage also objected to the 
tower, saying it was “detrimental to 
Gravesend’s historic sense of place”. 

Cllr Snelling said proposals for the rest of 
the multi-million pound regeneration 
would go before the council’s planning com- 
mittee. “We always said we would provide a 
regeneration scheme that was right for 
Gravesend,” he said. 

“We have listened to the reasoned con- 
cerns of the public and not been blown off-

are redoubling out efforts, putting in 
resources working in partnership with 
councils like Kent and Medway,” he said. 

“It is about raising expectations. If there is 
no expectation amongst the people working 
with people with learning disabilities, it is 
hardly surprising they do not have any 
expectations. 

“We need to make sure they have the con- 
fidence to fulfil more ambitions and enjoy a 
lifestyle that is good for them, their families, 
and all of us.” 

Mr Shaw, a former social worker, met repre- 
sentatives from Kent County Council, 
Medway council, young people with learning 
disabilities and others involved with the 
Getting a Life project in Maidstone on Monday. 

The project, launched in April last year, is 
running alongside nine others in local 
authority areas around the country, and 
aims to establish best practice in terms of 
giving more people with learning disabili- 
ties opportunities to work. 

He said: “More employment opportunities 
are important because work is good for us, 
it gives us friendships and it is not just 
about money — it fulfils us. 

“Feeling tired at the end of the day is good, 
without work there is a huge gap in our lives 
and despite the economic downturn it is 
important to continue these programmes.” 

St Nicholas, a_ special school in 
Canterbury is part of the project. 

Pupils Kelly Bamber, 17, and Mollie Boxall, 
16, who both have learning disabilities, have 
chaired their own reviews at the school and 
set out what they want to do in the future. 

“I want to work with children and have 
been doing one day a week unsupported work 
experience at the local nursery,” Kelly said.

Mollie, who will be going to Canterbury 
College, said: “I wanted to go into further 
education but I’m not sure what I want to 
do yet. I enjoy drama and performance.” 

Catering services Freeways and Tabletalk 
give people with learning disabilities a chance 
to learn skills through work experience. 

‘Tm enjoying it,” said worker Andrew 
Evens, who is on a placement. “At the 
moment I’ve got three different jobs includ- 
ing one doing ground maintenance. 

“Tt’s varied and I like doing something dif- 
ferent everyday.” 

By the end of the project in 2011, it is 
hoped more people with learning disabili- 
ties in Kent and Medway will be in main- 
stream employment and the best ways of 
training people and finding them employ- 
ment will be been established.

Pole explorers overtake ancestors 


Antarctic trekkers succeed where their illustrious relatives failed

AN ADVENTURER who walked 
900 miles to the South Pole says 
he is pleased to have settled some 


unfinished family business. 

City worker Will Gow, from Ashford, is a 
descendent of the legendary Nimrod explorer 
Sir Ernest Shackleton, who a century ago 
abandoned his attempt to become the first 
man to complete the trek across Antarctica. 

But 35-year-old Mr Gow and his two com- 
panions surpassed their ancestors by reaching 
the South Pole earlier this week. 

Mr Gow told KOS Media: “It was quite a 
relief to complete the challenge after 66 days 
of travelling. It’s been a fantastic experience 
and we are all pretty shattered. 

“Tt was tougher than I expected and we expe- 
rienced temperatures as low as -50C. Living in 
those conditions was challenging but we spent 
five years training for it, which paid dividends. 

“Ernest Shackleton was my great-great

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uncle, and he got to within 97 miles of the 
South Pole. To beat that mark and then go all 
the way was a unique opportunity for us and 
a great way to celebrate the centenary of his 
attempt.” 

Mr Gow’s two companions on the expedition 
were Henry Adams, 33, from Suffolk, and Lt 
Col Henry Worsley, 47, from Hereford. 

Mr Adams is the great-great grandson 
of Shackleton’s number two, Jameson 
Adams, while Mr Worsley is a descendant 
of skipper Frank Worsley. 

Rather than follow the route to the South 
Pole taken by most people who venture 
there today, the team decided to stick to the 
tougher path their ancestors took back in 
1909 — one that only two groups have com- 
pleted since. 

Mr Gow said: “It was emotional when we 
reached the end, yet slightly anticlimactic at 
the same time. But once we started to soak 
up the atmosphere of being at the South 
Pole, it felt very rewarding after all the 
effort we put in. 

“T just can’t wait to get back to the UK now 
so I can see my girlfriend Louise and my 
father.” 
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The expedition also marked the launch of 
the £10 million Shackleton Foundation, which 
will fund projects that “capture the explorer’s 
spirit and hunger for calculated risk”. 

Mr Gow said: “Part of the reason we did this 
was to mark the centenary of the golden age of 


exploration, but we also wanted to complete 
unfinished family business and leave a legacy 
for future generations.

Depraved brothers 
jailed for 20 years 
to children 


of abuse

TWO paedophile brothers 
have been jailed for life 
for what a judge described 
as “some of the gravest 


crimes committed against 


children”. 

Lee Wicks, 41, from Sheppey, and 
Colin Wicks, 46, from Chatham, 
were found guilty of a total of 33 dif- 
ferent sexual offences including rape 
and indecent assault. 

The attacks took place over the 
course of a 20-year period. 

Both were sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Monday, 
as well as 42-year-old Tina Butcher, 
from Gillingham, who helped Lee 
Wicks rape one of the victims. 

She was jailed for eight years. 

Upon sentencing the trio, Judge 
Philip Statman said the brothers 
had treated their victims as “sex 
toys to satisfy their sexual proclivi- 
ties” and had “deprived them of 
their childhood at a time when they 
were young and vulnerable”. 

The brothers must serve at least 
nine-and-a-half years of their sen- 
tences before being considered for 
parole, and Butcher at least four. 

All three were found guilty of their 
crimes at the end of a seven-week 
trial in November. 

Lee Wicks was convicted of 25 dif- 
ferent sexual offences, including rape,

CITY job losses and the stag- 
nant housing market have been 
blamed for a fall in contempo- 
rary art prices across the South 


East. 

The Royal Institute of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) said its latest survey, 
published on Tuesday, showed the econom- 
ic downturn and biting recession were now 
hitting the arts and antiques markets. 

In the last three months of 2009, about 40 
per cent more surveyors reported a fall in 
prices. That contrasts sharply with figures 
from the previous three monthd, during 
which the same percentage reported that 
prices had risen. 

Peter Miller, director of RICS South East, 
said: “The difficult financial situation is 
affecting all parts of the economy and art 
and antiques are no exception, although 
the downturn has not been nearly as dra- 
matic as in other industries. 

“The contemporary art sector has soared 
in the last few years and we are now in the 
midst of a correction.” 

Despite the global financial markets 
being in crisis, artist Damien Hirst made a 
record £95.7 million from a sale of his 
works at London auction house Sotheby’s 
in September, last year. 

Mr Miller said: “The slowdown in the 
amount of goods offered at auction reflects 
the lack of activity in the housing market. 

“However, as prices and sellers become 
more realistic, savvy investors will look to 
lower priced goods from ‘traditional’ sectors 
such as antique furniture. 

“Investors will continue to become more 
selective in their purchases as buyers look 
to the industry as an alternative source of 
investment. 

Judi Lancefield, of Kent Auction Galleries 
in Folkestone, said prices had been falling

since the start of the credit crunch and 
sales have been attracting more people. 

“Tt is a very positive time for the buyers,” 
she said. “We are even taking bookings 
from people from Essex.” 

He husband, David, an auctioneer at the 
house, said: “Jewellery is very strong at the 
moment. As the pound sinks and the dollar 
gets stronger, gold is on a dollar fix price, so 
the price goes up. 

“People are transferring cash into gold — 
the value has gone up again as I speak — 
rather than leaving it in the bank where it 
is doing nothing.” 

The RICS survey found that only one per 
cent more surveyors reported a fall in lot 
prices for jewellery in the last quarter. 

Vendors were advised to become 
more realistic in their expectations in order 
to achieve sales as buyers become more 
selective. 

Raj Bisram, managing director of 
Bentleys Fine Art Auctioneers in 
Cranbrook, said the antiques market had 
been suffering since the terrorist attacks on 
the United States in 2001. 

“The downturn in antiques started after 
9/11,” he said. “The market is led by the 
Americans and they stopped coming. That 
was the start of the downturn. 

“Now, that is being compounded by the 
global economic problems.” 

RICS said its survey showed the top end 
of the antiques and arts market, particular- 
ly contemporary works, had remained 
strong, but the high volume of job losses in 
the financial services sector was now hav- 
ing an impact.

SCIENTISTS in Kent hope to 
protect the UK’s cherry crops by 
recreating the sex chemical of a 


new type of pest. 

The caterpillar of the light brown apple 
moth was first spotted feeding on Cornwall’s 
red cascade shrubs in 1936, but over the 
past decade it has spread across the country 
after adapting to new plants and climates. 

While pesticides provide protection from 
its caterpillars for most fruits, cherries 
remain at risk during the summer because 
the sprays they receive at that time of the 
year do not contain the necessary ingredi- 
ents to combat the pest. 

Dr Jerry Cross, an entomologist at West 
Malling Research, believes chemicals 
released by the female of the species to 
attract her mate could provide a solution. 

He said: “Over the next few years I hope to 
be working on a sex pheromone control 
method. 

“We could synthesise the pheromone and 
release it into the environment so the males 
are confused and can’t find the females. 
Hopefully, that would prevent them mating 
because they would be overwhelmed by it all. 

“Another obvious advantage is this tech- 
nique will not be harmful to the atmosphere.” 

In 2007, the Horticultural Development 
Company (HDC) received temporary permis- 
sion to use the chemical indoxacarb to protect 
cherry crops, but this expired last August. 

More data is needed on the insecticide to 
convince the Pesticides Safety Directorate

the permission should be extended, 
although Dr Cross is confident the issue will 
soon be resolved. 

He said: “One of the problems is we only 
grow about five per cent of the cherries we 
eat in this country, so there’s a lack of 
urgency to find a solution even though our 
cherries are wonderful. 

“But it is a problem because it can be hard 
for growers to tell which of their crops have 
been damaged, and people tend not to like 
buying cherries with caterpillars in them.” 

When Dr Cross carried out a survey to 
determine the pest’s presence in cherry 
orchards in Kent, Hereford, Oxfordshire and 
Somerset in 1994, he drew a blank. But 
when he repeated the exercise in 2005 he 
found it in every orchard studied. 

He said: “For some reason, after staying 
in the same location for years, the moth’s 
biology seemed to change and it adapted 
to a variety of different hosts. Perhaps it 
had something to do with a couple of hot 
summers. 

“It’s a most peculiar creature.”

AN OCCUPATIONAL therapist 
at a Kent university has drawn on 
her own experience to create a 
guide for teachers and parents sup- 
porting children with special edu- 


cational needs. 

Sarah Barratt hopes her first book — The 
Special Educator’s Tool Kit — will give an insight 
into the challenges faced by children with learn- 
ing and physical disabilities at school. 

She was born with a mild form of cerebral 
palsy, a condition that affects movement, and 
has secondary visual difficulties. 

“I realise that one’s experiences of special 
needs may be different,” she said. “But my own 
unique position of being a person with special 
needs and working as a therapist with special 
needs have fuelled my desire to write this book. 

“In my case, being a child with special needs 
meant my school days were far from the best 
days of my life — they were more like a mission 
to conquer Mount Everest. 

“My personal experiences in education and 
the impact of my own special needs left me with 
a fervent desire to help children in similar situ- 
ations get more out of their school experience.” 

The 35-year-old, a senior occupational thera- 
py lecturer at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, was inspired to write the book after 
working in India — but it is also very personal. 

She said: “I want to ensure that no child suf- 
fers the same frustrations I did, as my needs 
were not fully recognised.” 

Ms Barratt told how her work as an occupa- 
tional therapist had taken her across several 
continents during 10 years of clinical practice, 
including to Chennai, formerly Madras, in 
India, working at a school for children with 
cerebral palsy. 

“The institute was a branch of the Spastic 
Society [now Scope] providing training cours- 
es for people who made an innovative contri-

An explosive case 


TENS of thousands of servicemen took part 
in a series of nuclear tests carried out by the 
British Government in the 1950s without 
questioning their orders. 

At the time, the young men did not know 
about the dangers of radiation, but now many 
believe the ill-health they have suffered since is 
a result of their exposure to nuclear weapons. 

Of 2,500 ex-servicemen surveyed in 1999, 
30 per cent had died, mostly in their fifties, 
from cancer. Their sons, daughters and 
grandchildren were found to have suffered 
from skeletal abnormalities and spina bifida. 

Almost 1,000 veterans have now taken 
their case to the High Court in what would 
be an unprecedented multi-million pound 
compensation claim if they are successful. 

But the Ministry of Defence is attempting to 
snuff out the veterans’ claims and attempts to 
prove a link between their illnesses and their 
exposure to radiation during the tests. 

The MoD claims it is too late for them to 
claim compensation, a legality it has never 
raised since the case started in 2002. 

But it should be decided by the evidence not 
a technicality in a case where so many seem 
to have suffered for serving their country.

ted immediately with up to 
£6,500 of approved energy effi- 
ciency improvements, leading to 
reductions of about £160 in the 
gas and electricity bills of partic- 
ipating households. 

Energy bills have risen sharply 
over the last two years, twice as 
fast in the UK as in the rest of 
the EU. In the South East the 
average annual dual-fuel bill is 
£1,260. 

The most recent figures allow 
us to estimate that roughly 
457,286 households in the South 
East are in fuel poverty; that is, 
spending more than more than 
10 per cent of their income on 
domestic energy. But a national 
programme of energy efficiency 
installation could make a 
real difference for millions for 
families. 

And we want to see a revolu- 
tion in the way electricity is gen- 
erated and used. We would equip 
businesses and households with 
‘smart meters’ which would allow 


them to monitor their energy 
consumption in great detail and 
allow them to access cheaper tar- 
iffs. For example, appliances 
could be triggered automatically 
at off-peak times to benefit from 
lower tariffs. This would reduce 
bills, and, by spreading the load 
more evenly throughout the day, 
cut the amount of wasted capaci- 
ty in the grid.

In the ongoing debate about the merits of 
traffic calming, I think Vic Ride should be 
very careful about what he wishes for. 

While traffic-calming schemes can be diffi- 
cult to obtain, they are almost impossible to 
remove once installed. 

I speak from bitter experience, because the 
residents of Coxheath have suffered two 
years of misery caused by a half-baked 
scheme which has reduced a busy but safe 
road to a gridlocked accident black spot. 

We now have campaigns and petitions to 
get this mess removed and the road returned 
to its original condition. 

The scheme was introduced after a long 
campaign by Coxheath Parish Council about 
a perceived speeding problem. 

The ‘solution’ was to build seven road 
blocks on the main road through the village, 
which force single alternate passing and cre- 
ate totally unacceptable delays during the 
rush hour. It can now take 15 minutes just to 
get out of the village in the morning. There 
have been many accidents at these road 
blocks and, while I take the point that people 
should drive with due care and attention, it 
can be difficult to negotiate these obstruc- 
tions at night, in fog or when facing strong 
winter sun. 

Our traffic-calming scheme has been ‘work 
in progress’ from day one, with Kent 
Highways throwing good money after bad 
trying to make it viable. I believe the original 
cost was £130,000 with goodness knows how 
much extra spent on adjustments and 
repairs. Coxheath’s roads and footpaths are 
in very poor condition and I can’t help but 
feel this money could have been better spent.

Carter: Greetings from sunny Ramsgate. 
The planned expansion of Manston airport 
into a regional hub may well bring economic 
benefits a-plenty to Thanet, but it will also 
have a major impact on Ramsgate in the 
form of noise pollution. This is a beautiful 
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project and now the visible construction work begins. When 
complete in 2010 the wind farm will generate enough green 
energy for 240,000 homes and Thanet will boast the largest 
wind farm in the world. 


On 6th February the installation of the onshore cables along the A256 will 
start. This is one of the first exciting steps towards receiving energy from the 
offshore turbines. There were trials of the traffic management scheme on the 
A256 last year. After consultation with Kent Highway Services, Thanet District 
Council and Dover District Council it was decided that it would be best for the 
work to be carried out 24 hours a day over weekends only. It will begin at 19:00 
(7:00pm) on Friday evenings with each section of work being completed by 
06:00 (6:00am) on Monday mornings. The work will begin near the former 
Richborough Power Station and finish at Pegwell Bay in November. 

This is an exciting development for the local area. Vattenfall is the fifth 
largest energy producer in Europe and one of the biggest wind power operators 
in Britain. The total investment for completing the wind farm is in the order 
of £780 million. Vattenfall apologises for any inconvenience the road works 
may cause. Anew web site will be launched in the next few days that will give 
information about the wind farm and include regular updates on the progress 
of its construction. Information for the local road users will also be included.

Will they never learn? 


Baroness Morgan of Drefelin, the 
Orwellian-sounding ‘Children’s Minister’, 
has ordered a review of the rules covering 
home-educated children in England which 
is being conducted by Graham Badman, 
former director of children’s services with 
Kent County Council.

I have been, other than a father of eight 
children, a youth leader, a children’s writer, 
editor of an NSPCC children’s magazine, an 
education correspondent and an elected gov- 
ernor of two Medway primary schools. 

T have, cumulatively, some 81 years of 
direct experience of state/private education 
and 30 years of home education. There is no 
doubt in my mind that home education is, 
like mother’s milk, the most tailor-made, 
cost-effective and caring, safe and nurturing 
education system any child can receive. 

My experience of most Kent schools, 
grammars and public schools excepted, is 
that they are, even at best, failing to deliver 
anything like the highest standard of educa- 
tion possible that every child deserves. 

I once wrote in my monthly newspaper 
column that children at Kent county schools 
were unlikely to receive more than 19 min- 
utes of quality education a day. This caused 
a storm of protest. A county LEA school 
inspector later buttonholed me and said my 
figure was grossly exaggerated: it was more 
like 11 minutes a day. 

I quit the Labour party years ago because 
of its redundant attachment to the class 
war and its chronic and systemic inability to 
stop sticking its nose into other people’s per- 
sonal business.

Don’t buy into store tactics 


Read this and you really will save cash at the supermarket

BY far the best way to truly keep 
your supermarket shopping expens- 
es under control is by understanding 
how supermarkets entice you to 


spend more than you really want. 

Here are some ways that supermarkets 
manipulate you into spending more than you 
had planned and some simple steps you can 
take to save money. 

Supermarkets intentionally smell of freshly- 
baked goods. That makes you hungry. Hungry 
shoppers spend more cash. Fact. 

So, only go shopping after you have had a 
meal and are full. If timing doesn’t allow for 
you to do this, at least drink a couple of glass- 
es of water before leaving to make you feel full 
before shopping. 

Did you ever notice that when you only need 
to buy a few vital items, they are spread out 
across the supermarket? Putting basic staple 
items in the same general area would make 
happier customers, but supermarkets know 
that the longer you are there, the more money 
you are likely to spend. Stores are deliberately 
designed this way. 

Although there is no way around going to 
the far corners of the store to get the groceries 
you need avoid impulse purchases. 

Make a list of the items you need and stick 
to it. Get into the habit of making a single 
trip once a week — thus reducing your time 


in the store and the risk of impulse buys. 

Manufacturers of brand-named products 
pay hefty fees to stores to have their merchan- 
dise placed on the shelves at adult eye level 
(and child eye level in the case of products 
aimed at children such as cereal). 

That means products placed at eye level are 
usually the most expensive so take a few sec- 
onds to look at the upper and lower shelves. 
Similar products are placed together and sim- 
ply looking will often reveal the same product 
at a much better price. 

Take the time to check the other brands and 
see if there is a better deal. 

And always remember that if you weren’t 


planning to buy the item and you don’t really 
need it, then it really isn’t a bargain for you, no 
matter what the price. 

The checkout aisle of a store is like a mini 
mart in itself. This is because supermarkets 
know that they have a captive audience while 
you wait in line to pay for your groceries. 

The best way to avoid these temptations is to 
plan your shopping during off-peak hours. 

By taking the time to understand how the 
supermarkets try to influence your shopping 
and spending habits, you have now put your- 
self in control. Utilise the suggestions about 
how to counter the supermarkets’ selling tech- 
niques and you will be able to control your gro- 


Top tips to save while supermarket shopping 


e In addition to using coupons, try to buy only the 
“loss leader” specials (those big sales advertised 
in the newspaper ad). Buy lots of these items and 
freeze or store for the future. 

e Did you know that you can freeze milk? Use 
frozen milk within three months. Remember to 
pour a little of the milk out (into another jug) 
before you freeze it, so that it doesn’t expand 
and burst the plastic jug. It will look yellow 
when frozen, but will thaw out and look nor- 
mal. It saves on trips to the supermarket. 

e Plan ahead on your meals. For instance, 
Mondays: chicken, Tuesdays: minced beef, etc. 
Add rice, vegetables, pasta or potatoes for the 
side dishes. When you break it down you have for 
example chicken, four times a month so there is 
no boredom.

e For those money-saving big shops, keep two or 
three laundry baskets in the back of the car. 
Cheaper than buying another ‘bag for life’ and 
saves plastic bags. 
e Buy meat when it’s in the ‘reduced” section 
when the ‘sell-by” date is that day or one day 
away. Freeze when you get home. 
¢ If you want to make saving cash fun and you like 
to cook, scan through my favourite cookbooks and 
plan out an entire month’s menu in advance.

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Don’t let the credit crunch bite you 


STRESSED OUT: Don’t let financial worries 
make you ill, take measures to stay relaxed 


INCREASING bills, shrinking 
credit and gloomy forecasts that 
financially life can only get worse 
are fast becoming the ingredients 
of a toxic cocktail that threatens 
the nation’s health. 


Headaches, nausea, sleeplessness and 
exhaustion are thought to be just a few of the 
symptoms of today’s most topical medical con- 
dition, Credit Crunch Stress. 

Already there are reports of increased levels of 
depression and tension headaches, not to men- 
tion health problems associated with economis- 
ing, like skipping meals, cancelling gym mem- 
berships and drowning sorrows with alcohol. 

Recently, 39-year-old postman Duncan 
Wilby from Yorkshire became one of the early 
fatalities of the current economic crisis. It was 
reported that, apparently troubled by financial 
problems, he took his own life. 

Dr Nick Read, a physician and psychothera- 
pist who specialises in stress-related condi- 
tions is just one expert predicting the medical 
profession may soon see a surge in illness 
caused by money worries. 

He says: “The current situation with grow- 
ing financial uncertainty and anxiety about 
the future is bound to impact on people’s 
health. Many will feel overwhelmed and wor- 
ried that they can’t cope. 

“So doctors may well see more and more peo- 
ple exhibiting symptoms which are triggered 
by stress such as back pain, breathlessness, 
muscular tensions, and gut complaints. 

“Stress also exacerbates existing illnesses 
like eczema, asthma, arthritis and migraines.” 

He estimates that currently around 50 per 
cent of patients visiting doctors have illnesses 
which cannot be diagnosed or properly treated

but whose origin is stress. 

Stress hormones have a range of damaging 
effects on the body. Adrenalin increases 
inflammation, makes pain worse and ties the 
guts in knots. Cortisol raises blood sugar and 
blood pressure, makes infections worse and 
induces obesity and exhaustion. 

Sleep deprivation caused by money worries 
is already, according to research, affecting 
those in particularly vulnerable professions — 
estate agents, lorry drivers and taxi drivers. 

They are enjoying less sleep — only at best six 
hours a night — than those in other professions 
and trades, found a survey by Travelodge. 

Its findings are backed by new research by 
sleep aid, Sominex, which discovered that a 
third of those it surveyed had disturbed nights 
because of money worries and a further third 
toss and turn over job worries. 

Dr Wendy Denning, director of an integrated 
health centre in London points out: “Although 
our physical welfare has a massive impact on 
how we feel and behave, ironically it’s often 
neglected in times of stress. 

“Even simple things can help. For instance 
when we're stressed we breathe less efficient- 
ly and take more shallow breaths, which does- 
n't get enough oxygen to our brain and body. 
Deep breathing exercises could improve that.” 


Soothing sleep 


Dr Denning’s advice is, don’t work until 
you're literally too tired to do any more as you'll 
be too exhausted to switch off sufficiently to 
rest, and avoid watching television late at night 
as it stimulates the brain. 


Sex and the City 
Scottish scientists reportedly found that sex 


isn’t just an effective stress reliever for a short 
time — but that the benefits of one session 
helped to keep stress at bay for up to a week. 
Unfortunately anxiety and stress is known to 
reduce libido. Dr Denning says: ‘Relaxation tech- 
niques can help, but talk about any problems with 
your partner or seek advice from a specialist.” 


Don’t panic 


Panic attacks may be a symptom of stress 
and anxiety. These can last for a brief period of 
around 15 minutes and feature a range of 
symptoms including dizziness, nausea, sweat- 
ing and a racing heart. 

Among the treatments which can be recom- 
mended by a GP is Cognitive Behavioural 
Therapy (CBT), which involves weekly ses- 
sions where the sufferer talks to a therapist. 
There are also self-help tips, including breath- 
ing techniques. 


Beat the blues 


Low mood as well as feeling more irritable, 
forgetful, and finding it harder to concentrate 
can all be symptoms of stress, says Dr Denning. 

She recommends a multi-vitamin and min- 
eral supplement to boost the body as stress 
may deplete levels of key vitamins like B and 
C, and magnesium and zinc. 


Face reality 


Fear of what may happen in the future is a 
major factor in raising stress levels, according 
to Richard Hilliard, director of the Relaxation 
for Living Institute. 

He said: “Make a plan. Bridge the gap 
between where you are now and where you 
want to be by creating actions that move you 
towards your goal. Feel good about yourself 
when you achieve even small steps and try to 
appreciate the positive things in your life.”

Scott Byrom, is utilities manager at 
Moneysupermarket.com. He _ explained:

claim for discrimination. 

Simon Morgan of Dartford-based HR Dept 
warns that redundancy is never an easy 
option, and it needs to be handled properly if it 
is going to make a positive, rather than nega- 
tive, impact on your business. 

“Many SMEs use redundancy as a way of 
dealing with a poor performer but this is the 
surest way to make the dismissal unfair. 

“How you choose who to lose when there is 
more than one person doing the same role has 
to be decided by an objective selection criteria 
and consulting with all staff affected at every 
stage of the proceedings. 

“In addition to completing the redundancy 
process on the right side of the law, you need to 
think about the rest of your workforce. 

“Being left with a smaller team who may be 


anxious about their own job security or, even 
worse, who harbour ill-feeling towards senior 
management, may negate the positive effects 
you were hoping for with a smaller, more tight- 
ly knit team.” 

When it comes to finance there’s little real 
helpful advice to give. It depends on each indi- 
vidual firm now, because the banks have 
drawn in their horns and treat any loan or 
overdraft request with a beady eye. 

But, every bank has stressed to me that 
firms which have been good customers in the 
past and come up with good business plans or 
ideas will get a fair hearing — and stories I’ve 
done recently in the Business section of 
Saturday Observer and Kent on Sunday have 
backed up this claim. 

Now’s a good time for firms to check out leas- 
es and rentals on properties — to see if it’s pos- 
sible to negotiate any new terms. 

It’s a buyers’ market in commercial property 
at the moment, so companies seeking new 
premises should be able to work out some very 
favourable deals.

The savings that can be found online could 
make the read-out on the ATM screen that lit- 
tle bit more bearable... if you are computer- 
savvy enough to hunt them down.

Lorraine Pattola, 27, from Westgate-on-Sea, 
found that by switching energy supplier via the 
web, she saved more than £50 on her last bill. 

She said: “I thought our bills from EDF were 
outrageous, so I used the web to shop around 
for a new supplier. My housemates appreciat- 


ed it, too. I haven’t made a cup of tea in weeks!” 

And with the cost of mobile phones burning 
a hole in people’s pockets, communicating with 
your friends can also be made cheaper. 

Samuel Clarke from Herne Bay is 28 and 
has just bought his first home in the town. 

Accordingly, he has had to curtail his spend- 
ing dramatically. 

Despite having a love of gadgets and tech- 
nology, he switched to a pay-as-you-go mobile 
and increasingly used the internet to make 
contact with friends. 

He said: “I use email much more now and I 
even joined Facebook, which I once vowed I'd 
never do. It has saved me money on things like 
texting and my phone bill has come down by 
around £15 a month.” 

Saving money on your groceries by shopping 
online is also easier than it looks. 

The running total counters keep track of 
what you are spending and help to curtail 
impulse buys. 

The dreaded delivery charge has come down, 
too, with retailers like Tesco now charging just 
£1.75 for midweek drops — and you don’t spend 
money on petrol driving to the store.

Books, CDs and DVDs, and pretty much 
everything else, are a steal if you are prepared 
to play the waiting game until the goods arrive. 

One trick is to buy cheap films from shops 
like WH Smith, which often sell for as little as 
£3, and sell them on at roughly the same price. 

A film for free, unlike renting from a store!

SMALL businesses struggling to 
maintain their cash flow in the eco- 
nomic downturn should make sure 
they properly manage all of their 


people costs. 

Ashford-based people management expert 
Calibre HR & Training said there are often 
opportunities for improving staffing efficien- 
cies, but too few small businesses have the 
necessary understanding of the whole staffing 
picture — and so aren’t well placed to secure 
cost savings. 

Director Tara Lloyd said: “The wages bill is 
one of the largest financial commitments for 
any business. When times are tough business- 
es of all sizes need to know where and when 
costs will be incurred. 

“However, small businesses routinely over- 
look some people costs and fail to have a 
proper grip on the full cost implications of 
their decisions. And the consequences can be 
catastrophic.” 

Businesses need to know both their total 
committed staff costs — including overlooked 
items such as cover for holidays and other 
absences, bonuses and deferred pay rises — as 
well as what flexibility they have to revamp 
operations to match demand. 

Said Ms Lloyd: “For ultimate flexibility, 
employers need to understand the employ- 
ment status of every staff member and the 
terms of engagement of contractors and 
agency staff.”

In addition, Ms Lloyd says people costs are 
often underestimated at both ends of the 
employment relationship. 

“Tt can be easy to assume recruitment costs 
will be nil during a recession, but people con- 
tinue to move jobs and if you are aiming to 
counter the effects of the downturn you should 
be taking advantage of the new talent on the 
market. 

“So look closely at your recruitment meth- 
ods to ensure the best value for money. 
Similarly, businesses planning to reduce or 
restructure the workforce need a proper 
understanding of redundancy costs and the 
role of professional support in managing 
the process professionally and avoiding 
litigation.”

Growing your own vegetables and generally 
shopping sensibly can save a lot of money. So 
rather than just cruising supermarket aisles 
picking up whatever takes your fancy, and 
getting a shock at the check-out, plan your 
campaign. 

Part of that attack could be just growing 
your own herbs and some vegetables — or even 
getting an allotment for a bigger crop — and 
also making sure you spot the food and drink 
bargains in a variety of stores, from the biggies 
to cornershops. 

For example, try and buy large bags of 
onions or potatoes rather than smaller 
amounts; you'll find that if theyre kept in a 
cool, dry, shaded place they'll last ages.

Budget supermarkets such as Lid] also do an 
incredible range of fruit juices, including pear 
and peach, which are extremely healthy, cheap 
and long dated. Theyre usually packed with 
vitamin C and very tasty. 

Taking sandwiches and some fruit for lunch 
at work will save pounds each week, and you 
won't be tempted by fast food or cream cakes. 
Drink water instead of expensive and calorie- 
packed fizzies. 

Use up leftovers — for example, vegetables 
can be used as a ‘bubble and squeak’ the next 
day, and meat can be used for sandwiches.

Draught in 


We decided to get some help 
this winter to make our home 
more eco-friendly while cutting 
down on high heating costs... 


THERE was no joke about it: the 
house was an icebox, but wed 
made a silent but communal reso- 
lution to withstand the cold 
rather than blast the heat. 


But when snow fell, we decided we'd had 
enough. We flipped the switch. 

Then the boiler packed up. 

The timing couldn’t have been worse. Or 
better. We might have been freezing, but the 
Energy Saving Trust was also telling people 
that what we needed to do to stay warm was- 
n't to turn up the heat, but insulate the loft, 
strip insulate our windows and stop using our 
chimneys, energy-inefficient as they were. 

So we decided to try out an eco audit. 
Would it really be possible to save money and 
stay warm, all at the same time? 

That’s when eco-auditing 
Donnachadh McCarthy stepped in. 

Blessed with a thermometer, an energy 
monitor (which reads how much energy an 
appliance uses both when on standby and in 
use) he wandered with us from room to room 
measuring things like drafts, light usage, 
how much time we spent in which areas and 
insulation. 

What he found in our four-storey Victorian 
mid-terraced house was shocking. For a 
household that recycles nearly twice as much 
as the national average, we were eco-sinning 
just by opening up our front door. 

But all that was about to change. 

Taking in full stock of the house, from cel- 
lar to loft, Donnachadh gave us a full list of 
notes on how we could cut costs but plump 
up our eco-friendliness. 


guru 


Heating 


It has charm, but our house is also large, 
drafty and badly insulated. While we might 
be slightly ahead of the rest of Britain by 
subscribing to a green electricity tariff, we’ve 
still been using way too much of it. 

I discovered that by replacing the boiler 
with a newer model we could save around 20 
per cent on our gas bills and keep the house 
heated more efficiently. 

But the possibility of my landlord buying 
us a whole new one was low, so Donnachadh 
talked instead about how we were actually 
using the boiler. 

Our boiler is set on a timer, with separate 
controls for the central heating and hot 
water. But we still had the hot water on 
longer than we needed it — we were able to

shave off three hours per day from our heat- 
ing bill, which would save us roughly 20 per 
cent per month on our electricity bill. 

We also made sure to cap its temperature 
at 60C, so as not to overheat the water and 
suffer the economic consequences later. 


Radiators 


Many of the radiators in the house are 
placed under windows, for instance in the 
kitchen, bathroom and some bedrooms, 
meaning that up to 70 per cent of the heat is 
lost straight through the glass above or 
through the outside wall. 

“This can be corrected by installing a shelf 
above the radiator, which will block the heat 
from escaping up through the window,” 
Donnachadh explained. 

“By installing a reflector panel, you'll 
reflect the heat into the room rather than 
leak it into the wall behind it.” 

We've found that it also helps to draw the 
curtains at night, which none of us had paid 
much attention to. By turning rooms into 
small boxes, and ensuring the curtains are 
drawn, doors closed and radiators turned on, 
our house has become a hodgepodge of warm 
rooms, rather than an airy hallway whereby 
one can wander in and out of spaces that are, 


as a result, freezing cold. 
Fireplaces 


Our next stop was to take a look at the fire- 
places. Donnachadh reckons that up to 15 
per cent of the central heating in a room can 
be lost up an unsealed fireplace. 

Our house might boast five gorgeous fire- 
places, but they certainly make a room cold. 

After investing in a chimney balloon, which 
set me back £19.99, my room became five 
degrees warmer and there was no longer a 
draught between the chimney and the door 
to my room. 


Doors 


Donnachadh said: “Take a look at your 
front door,” he said ominously, stepping over 
the threshold. 

He pointed out a draughty letterbox, which 
was letting cold air into our hallway day and 
night. “Most people don’t realise the effect of 
draught in a door frame like this. 
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the expert to go green 


draught-proof letter box, and your hallway 
will warm up in no time,” he added. 

“A doorbrush would help the gap at the bot- 
tom of the door, and a door curtain would also 
stop any drafts from coming into the house.” 

Donnachadh’s next step was to take a look 
at our kitchen door, with its keyhole allowing 
a permanent shaft of air coming into the room. 

He told us that putting tape over the key- 
hole on the outside would prevent cold air 
from coming in. 

Things to look out for: door gaps, drafts 
from cracks, air coming through keyholes, 


broken locks and draughty letterboxes. 

Solutions: draught excluders, taping key- 
holes, fixing locks and getting draught-resist- 
ant letterboxes. 


Floors 


Our drafty house’s wooden floorboards once 
supported plush carpet. While its since been 
ripped up, the boards themselves have not 
changed since the house was built in the 1870s. 

Well worn, they are incredibly draughty, 
with no insulation protecting them from the 
cold cellar air blowing from below. 

“This is a source of a large amount of your 
heat loss and needs to be dealt with urgently,” 
Donnachadh said, reckoning that a whopping 
15 per cent of our home’s heat loss was going 
through the floor. 

By filling in the floorboard gaps and nailing 
wood fibre insulation board to the cellar ceil- 
ing, we should be a lot warmer, he says. 

Things to look out for: holes. 

Solutions: plug the holes with floor filler 
(available from hardware stores) and insula- 
tion board. 


Windows 


A crack as small as 2mm around a window 
can let in as much cold air as leaving the win- 
dow open 8cm, so it’s essential to make sure 
your windows fit well. 

The windows in our kitchen and living room 
had gaps large enough to stick pencils 
through, and air vents in the toilets were 
either left open or were broken. 

After blocking up the vents with some strip 
insulation and recycled cardboard, we found 


the toilet and kitchen now felt 100 times 
warmer. 

Our next step was to look at the sash win- 
dows in our house, whose draughts needed 
blocking with draught excluders along the 
sides and in between the window frames. 

Donnachadh also noted that installing cur- 
tains on the kitchen windows would help 
even more, as would drawing our bedroom 
curtains (and having them thermally lined, or 
at least double-lined) with Velcro, to ensure 
their complete closure at night. 

Things to look out for: broken locks, 
draughts coming in between the panes or 
between the pane and frame. 

Solutions: strip insulation, fixing the locks, 
heavy curtains.

THE credit crunch has been 
blamed for a lot of things — repos- 
sessions, redundancies and the 
demise of Woolworths — but in 
recent weeks it has also hit the 
headlines for reigniting Britain’s 
sex lives.

“We tend to have mums on our website who 
are already pregnant and already have chil- 
dren, and from their point of view, I would say 
the credit crunch is probably having the oppo- 
site effect in that we're finding mums who 
would like to have a child are actually holding 
off and saying Tm really worried about my 
husband's job’ or ‘it’s another mouth to feed’.

baby and move house, for more room, are not 
able to do that, so they're actually holding back 
and saying ‘we’re going to wait and see how 
things pan out’.” 

While sales of condoms are increasing, it 
could well be that people are more worried 
about getting pregnant and are taking more 
care with contraception, rather than that 
they’re actually having more sex. 

Regardless of whether there will be a baby 
boom, it certainly seems the nation’s sex life is 
having a healthy surge.

WITH lay-offs and cost-saving happening 
in a lot of companies, many workers feel 


unsafe and edgy. 

This is often the time when disputes which are really 
tea-cup storms become full-blown disagreements. 

This is where Acas comes in. It has been part of the 
industrial landscape for years — in the past it figured in 
all the big disputes between unions and bosses. 

It used to be called by its full name of Advisory, 
Conciliation and Arbitration Service, but now it’s just 
known by its acronym. 

But, although it’s involved in all aspects of employment 
disputes, a key part of its work is mediation — and it’s this 
part which grabbed the headlines years ago when its del- 
egates used to sit down between some tough bargainers 
on both sides. 

Acas has launched a new line of attack, urging employ- 
ees and employers to resolve any disputes in the work- 
place rather than going for expensive employment 
tribunals. 

Acas South East senior advisor Sarah Vintner 
said: “Mediation aims to get people talking 
together, in a constructive way, so they can 
sort out their differences. 

“Obviously this isn’t easy, especially if peo- 
ple haven’t been getting on well for some 
time and have built up very negative pic- 
tures of each other. 

“That’s why the mediation approach we use is 
quite structured and provides clear ground rules 
so that people feel as safe as they possibly can. 

“That way they are more willing to open up and be 
honest about what is bothering them.” 

The mediator first meets each person separately so that 
there is confidence that the Acas delegate is not there to 
judge who is right or wrong, and then the process starts. 


Ms Vintner said: “A typical scenario for mediation is 
where two work colleagues have such different personal- 
ities and working styles that they each regard the other 
as rude and unhelpful, sometimes leading to allegations 
of bullying and harassment. 

“A situation which, if left without any attempt to help 
those two people talk to each other properly, could result 
in grievances and ultimately disciplinary action as their 
behaviour begins to breach company standards. 

“The typical mediation outcome of such a case is respect 
and understanding of each other, increased self-aware- 
ness and agreements about acceptable and unacceptable 
behaviours.”

IT WAS left to national treasure 
Robert Peston, the BBC reporter 
whose strangulated tones guided 
us through the big financial crises 
of 2008, to highlight the ironies of 
a year none would have predicted 


12 months ago. 

At this stage in the credit crunch, he noted, 
savers and careful investors who usually 
come out well in a recession, are carrying the 
can and showing hefty losses — while many 
bankers, who caused much of the trouble, got 
themselves refinanced just in time to collect 
Christmas bonuses. 


Great deals 


After a turnaround like that, how can we 
survive 2009, a year billed in advance as one 
of the grimmest in years? 

Here’s a New Year medley of tips: 

e Always keep within the authorised over- 
draft limit on your bank account. 

The average authorised interest rate is 
14.48 per cent, while the average cost of 
unauthorised debit interest is over 60 per 
cent more expensive. 

e Beware of too many bargains: “You run the 
risk of buying things you don’t need”, says Gill 
Wrigley of Tenon Recovery, “so keep a check on 
what you spend and keep to your list.” 

e Slash those mobile phone bills: James 
Parker, mobiles and broadband manager at 
Moneysupermarket.com, says great value

SIM-only deals will catch on in 2009. 

“Asda and Ikea have already entered the 
market from the High Street and 2009 should 
see more big names joining the fray”, he says. 

“With the market for SIM-only becoming 
ever more competitive, we should see some 
great deals for consumers.” 

e Guard against the sack: Emma Walker, 
head of protection at Moneysupermarket.com, 
thinks rising job losses will make payment 
protection insurance (PPI) for loans and mort- 
gages a “major focus for 2009”. 

¢ Homebuyers will be “increasingly happy” 
to switch to Standard Variable Rate (SVR) 
mortgages at the end of a fix, says Louise 
Cuming, head of mortgages at 
Moneysupermarket.com. However, Cuming 
fears “a flurry of conditions imposed by 
lenders to prevent borrowers from benefiting 
from the SVR rate will continue”. 

e Take trouble to find top savings rates: 
Kevin Mountford, head of savings at 
Moneysupermarket.com, says “a couple of 
new providers will enter the market — good 
news for consumers as it will help to keep the 
new breed of super banks on their toes. 

“There will be a gap between best and aver- 
age accounts, so savers must be vigilant.” 

e Loans will get dearer: Tim Moss, head of 
loans at Moneysupermarket.com, says rising 
defaults on repayments, and banks making 
less money from PPI will result in higher 


APRs. He thinks rates could hit 12 per cent, 
the level of five years ago, after several years 
in single figures, with only ‘prime’ customers 
getting unsecured loans. 

e Equity release catches on: Anthony 
Rafferty at Norwich Union says 2009 will see 
the start of products sold via major banks and 
building societies to older homeowners keen 
to turn bricks and mortar into ready cash. 

e Look to save on home and car insurance: 
Simon Lambie at Confused.com reckons the 
average saving by the website’s customers in 
2008 was £186 on home insurance, and £208 
on motor cover. 


Decent return 


e Look to pay down the mortgage with any 
spare cash: Simon Lambie at Confused.com 
says a £100,000 borrower on a 25-year repay- 
ment loan, with an interest rate of five per 
cent, saves over £12,200 in interest pay- 
ments by overpaying by £50 per month. They 
would also cut the repayment period by 
three-and-a-half years. 

¢ Don't be afraid to spend: Geoff Tresman, 
chairman of Punter Southall Financial 
Management says: “Wherever possible, pay 
down debt. It could get expensive in 2009. 

“If you have the money, I would suggest you 
spend some of it in 2009 — on electrical equip- 
ment, white goods, clothes, available at prices 
last seen 25 years ago.” 

e Long-term savers might get a decent 
return by buying a traded endowment policy, 
which the original owner is selling well 


ahead of maturity. Brian Goldstein, chair- 
man of The Association of Policy Market 
Makers claims latest figures show these poli- 
cies returning an average 8.3 per cent a year 
over 25 years, much better than saving 
accounts and shares in the current climate. 

e Serious savers are likely to find corporate 
bonds — issued by companies to raise funds — 
will be the most rewarding asset class in 2009, 
says investment director Rob Pemberton at 
wealth manager HFM Columbus. 

e Flat owners might try to extend their 
lease, says Philip Rowland, leasehold specialist 
at Sussex-based law firm Adams & Remers. 

Rowland said: “In a market where selling 
property is difficult, it makes sense for flat 
owners to protect their investment by using 
their statutory rights to extend their lease.” 

e Pay off more than the minimum on cred- 
it card debts, says Simon Lambie at 
Confused.com. “If customers pay only the 
minimum — ie, two per cent on a £5,000 bal- 
ance each month, on an interest rate of 15 
per cent, it would take 463 months (over 38 
years) to repay the original amount, plus 
interest of £7,652. 

“Pay an extra £50 per month, and the pay- 
back period falls to 73 months, with interest 
only £2,009”, says Mr Lambie. 

No doubt you've noticed a common theme 
running through these tips: 2009 is the year 
when you take a keen interest in money and 
understand exactly where it’s going. If not, 
you could pay a heavy price.

before; everything from 
food to gas bills. 

“And whereas you used 
to look forward to holi- 
days and nights out and 
things like that, now we have to be a lot more 
careful. 

“But it’s just a question of budgeting better. 
Tm lucky because Im in a fairly secure job 
that is paid weekly.” 


LORD mayor’s chauffer 
Laurence 
Dunderdale said: “So 
far it hasn’t affected us 
that badly. Obviously, 
like everyone else we 
are keeping an eye on 
the bills, things like the 


utilities and food, but so far we are doing OK.

Staying in is the new going out, but feeding a crowd can end up costing a packet. Fiona 
Beckett, author of The Frugal Cook, shows how to feed your friends without breaking the bank

WHEN it’s cold and bleak outside, I 


love having people over for dinner. 

Theyre always grateful to be fed, it’s a 
chance to cook something more exciting than 
the usual weekday pasta and sauce combo, 
and it’s a good way to return favours or get to 
know people better. 

But unless you're careful, entertaining at 
home can be a fast-track to economic ruin. 
Many’s the time when a quick bit of account- 
ing has shown that dining in can cost as much 
as dining out — and you still have to do the 
dishes and clean up afterwards. 

Foodwriter Fiona Beckett has got plenty of 
ideas on how to be a generous host without 
resorting to beans on toast for the rest of the 
month. 

Her new book, The Frugal Cook, is packed 
with recipes and ideas to turn simple ingredi- 
ents into meals with the wow factor. 

She says it is possible to skimp without it 
showing — you just need to be clever. 

“Make up for your lack of cash by inviting 
friends to a meal that sounds fun,” she says. 

“You could tie it to an event... or focus on a 
type of food, like a cupcake tea, a jelly and ice- 
cream party, or a soup supper.” 

Here Fiona shares two recipes. 
Caramelised Cauliflower Soup 

Serves 4-6 

1 medium to large cauliflower 

75g unsalted butter 

1/4 tsp curry powder plus a little extra for 
decoration 


150ml semi-skimmed milk 

600ml light vegetable stock 

Salt, black pepper and lemon juice to taste 

Chop the cauliflower. Cut the butter into 
cubes, put them in a large saucepan and place 
on a medium to high heat. Add the cauliflower 
and cook, stirring occasionally until golden 
brown (about 12-15 minutes). 

Stir in the curry powder and cook for anoth- 
er two to three minutes then add the milk, and 
bring to the boil, stirring. Reduce the heat, 
cover the pan and simmer for five minutes. 

Add 300m of the stock, bring to the boil then 
cook gently until the cauliflower is soft. Remove 
the pan from the heat, leave to stand for five 
minutes then tip the contents into a liquidiser 
and puree until smooth. Return to the pan. 

Whizz up the remaining stock in the blender 
to pick up the last bits of the puree and add to 
the cauliflower. Stir well and re-heat gently. 

Season to taste with lemon juice, salt and 
black pepper. Serve in small bowls with chives 
and a light dusting of curry powder. 


Empress of Puddings 

Serves 4 

400ml whole milk 

finely grated rind of 1 small unwaxed lemon 

15g butter 

25g caster sugar 

80g fresh breadcrumbs 

2 large egg yolks 

3tbsp raspberry jam 

125g fresh or frozen raspberries or mixed 
small berries 

For the meringue: 

2 large egg whites 

110g caster sugar 

You will need a lightly greased small to medi- 
um-sized shallow oven-proof dish about 750ml 
in capacity. 

Pour the milk in a saucepan, add the lemon 
rind and stir then place over a low heat until 
the milk is hot. Add the butter and caster sugar 
and leave a couple of minutes until melted then 
strain the milk over the breadcrumbs. Stir and 
leave for 20 minutes. 

Meanwhile heat the oven to 160C/325F/Gas 
3. Beat the soaked breadcrumbs, then beat in 
the egg yolks and tip the mixture into the 
greased pie dish. Place the dish in a roasting tin 
of water and bake for about 45 minutes until 
the top is lightly set. 

Put the jam in a small saucepan with the 
frozen fruit, warm through and spread gently 
over the pudding without breaking the surface. 

Whip the egg whites until stiff then whisk in 
half the sugar until the mixture is thick. Fold in 
the remaining sugar and spread over pudding. 

Put the pudding back in the oven, turn the 
heat down to 150C/300F/Gas 2, and cook for15- 
20 minutes until the meringue is golden brown.

HOMEOWNERS and _ tenants 
have been assured that help is 
always at hand if they are strug- 
gling to make their monthly mort- 


gage or rental payments. 

According to the public services website 
Directgov, losing a home can usually be avoid- 
ed if the person living there fully explores the 
numerous options available to them first. 

For example, owners can often negotiate a 
new payment plan with their mortgage lender, 
while they and those renting properties should 
also find out if they are eligible for any hous- 
ing benefits. 

In both cases Directgov advises people to pay 
as much as they can manage each month, as 
regular payments at least demonstrate to 
lenders and landlords that they are committed 
to overcoming their problems. 

For those homeowners who feel there really 
is no way out, the Government announced last 
week that it was rolling its mortgage rescue 
scheme out across the country. 

The £200 million programme — which is 
being managed by the National Housing 
Federation (NHF) — allows people to take a 
loan from or sell their homes to housing asso-

NHF chief executive David Orr said: “The 
mortgage rescue scheme will save thousands 
of vulnerable families from the nightmare of 
having their homes repossessed and give them 
the long-term stability they need. 

“This scheme will also serve to undermine 
those shadowy companies currently making 
money out of people’s misfortune by buying 
their properties at substantially less than the 
going rate — and then only letting them stay on 
a short-term tenancy basis.” 

For those people who cannot pay their rent 
or are worried they may not be able to in the 
future, the message from Directgov is clear — 
sort things out as soon as you can. 

Tenants are advised to prioritise the debts 
they need to pay off and, most importantly, 
to talk through their problems with their 
landlord. 

Landlords usually have the right to evict for 
rent arrears depending on their tenancy 
agreement, so it is important they are 
always kept informed of their tenant’s current 
situation. 

A number of groups exist to provide help and 
advice to people such as struggling homeown- 
ers, including the Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service and Community Legal 
Advice. 

Shelter also gives advice on all types of hous- 
ing issues, as does the Citizens Advice Bureau.

CREATING an accurate personal 
budget will help to cut-out needless 
expenses and save money during 


these times of economic hardship. 
Realistic records of funds coming in and out 

allow people need to know how much spare cash

Add up the total income for a week or a 
month and then take away the expenditure. 

If there is a ‘shortfall’ or more money is being 
spent than is coming in, the Government 
advises people to “prioritise spending and cut 
back on commitments you can’t afford”. 

Money can be saved by ‘shopping around’ to 
find the best deal on gas, electric and tele- 
phone bills, surviving on the bare essentials 
and dealing with debts immediately. 

People have also been advised to find out if 
they are owed any additional benefits or tax 
credits and to ensure that everyone in the 
household who is working is paying their 
share. 

A budget is only an estimate of income and 
it is important to keep track of money coming 
in and expenses to keep your plan up-to-date 
and accurate. 

The Government’s money experts advise 
keeping a notebook to hand and writing down 
everything spent over the course of a couple of 
months. 

Budgets need reviewed regularly in case a 
new job comes along or there are other 
changes in circumstance. 

Spare money can be kept in savings 
accounts and the FSA can provide good per- 
sonal financial advice, the Government 
added.

HANG UP: Save money on your mobile phone

MOBILE telephones have become 
an essential part of everyday life 
over the past decade, albeit a 
pricey part at that. 


Whether on contract or pay-as-you-go, most 
of us now pay more money to speak to friends 
and family than at any time in the past. 

The average mobile phone bill is £205.20 a 
year, but industry experts claim that figure 
could be much lower if users took the time to 
research the different tariffs available. 

Consumer finance journalist Martin Lewis, 
who in 2003 founded MoneySavingExpert.com, 
said: “Anyone on a contract mobile phone is hol- 
stering a serious money-saving weapon, and 
that’s loyalty. 

“When nearing the end of the contract, ask 
for the very best deal possible — not just on 
your network, but any out there. 

“Tf the person at the other end won’t budge, 
tell them ‘give me a better package or I'll leave’ 
and you'll be put through to the disconnections 
department, which internally is called ‘cus- 
tomer retentions’ and has massively more dis- 
cretion to offer better packages to keep you. 

“Tf they don’t give you what you want then 


better 


you need to shift networks to a better deal.” 

There are many other ways to save money 
on mobile telephones, such as considering 
whether it is really worth insuring your hand- 
set given that you could probably afford to buy 
a new one when you add up all the monthly 
charges. 

People looking to save money should also cut 
down on the obvious unnecessary expenses 
associated with downloading music tracks, 
ringtones and wallpapers that can sometimes 
cost up to £3.50 a time. 

There are also ways in which you can make 
money from your mobile telephone, such as 
recycling one that you no longer use. 

The Carphone Warehouse gives up to £20 off 
a new handset if you trade in your old one. 

Persuading a friend to sign up to the same 
network as you can also earn you a tidy sum. 
3Mobile, for instance, gives £30 to both parties 
if you recommend a friend and they sign a 
contract. 

That figure rises to £45 each if you sign up 
for mobile broadband. 

But perhaps the simplest piece of advice is to 
consider what it is you really need from your 
telephone. 

If you can live without a satellite navigation 
system, a powerful camera and other non-call 
or text-related add-ons, chances are your 
handset will cost you a lot less.

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Crunch can make 
your will out of date 


THE CREDIT crisis has made 
thousands of wills across Kent out 
of date and in need of rewriting, 


experts have warned. 

The Law Society, which represents solici- 
tors in England and Wales, said the econom- 
ic slowdown that has seen home values 
plummeting and other investment strug- 
gling meant that many assets in a person’s 
will had lost their value. 

Paul Marsh, president of the society, said: 
“Those wanting to leave friends and family in 
a secure position after they pass away might 
find that what they have left in their will has 
considerably less value than when their 
solicitor wrote it. 


Tax planning 


“With homes losing value, people may need 
to look again at their wills — especially if they 
have included tax planning provisions which 
are no longer appropriate. 

“The same goes for shares and other assets. 
The value of the assets in a person’s 
will might have fallen significantly since it 
was drafted and so the will may need to be 
rewritten.” 

The Government charges inheritance tax 
on assets left in wills, which is affected by 
how much is left and to whom. 

Mr Marsh said: “It is essential that anyone 
with a will who has not looked to update it 
recently goes to their solicitor to review it 
and, if needs be, change it to reflect their cur- 
rent financial situation.

“A solicitor is best placed to advise on any 
necessary amendments, as well as provide 
guidance on tax planning. 

“Reducing the tax burden on the assets you 
wish to leave in your will has an even more 
relevant benefit for your family and friends 
in the current economic climate. 

“If you do not have a will, now would be a 
good time to write one or risk leaving friends, 
families or other intended recipients of your 
assets with nothing.” 

If you are feeling the pinch due to the eco- 
nomic downturn, Citizens Advice Bureaus 
can offer advice on creating and maintaining 
wills. 

Money left to husbands, wives or civil part- 
ners count as an ‘exempt beneficiary’ 
and there usually won’t be any inheritance 
tax to pay. 

Up to £312,000 can be left to anyone tax 
free and anything above that it is taxable at 
40 per cent. 

Inheritance tax does not have to be paid 
on assets or money left to a registered UK 
charity. 

The Law Society urged everyone to ensure 
their wills were up to date. 

And the Solicitors Journal reported last 
week that the effects of the economic down- 
turn were already being felt at HM Revenue 
and Customs in Nottingham after the rev- 
enue reported receiving a lot of claims for 
loss on sale of shares.

urge to describe their greenest offerings as 
‘blue’ hence the BlueMotion series from VW 
and rather less_ snappily labelled 
BlueEfficiency models from Mercedes-Benz. 

In their usual bid to be different from each 
other, Vauxhall and Ford have each come up 
with something similar: the greenest 
Vauxhalls are ecoFLEX, while Ford counter- 
parts are ECOlogic. 

The duo’s newest standard bearers are the 
Vauxhall Insignia ecoFLEX family/company 
car sector model and Ford’s impressive road 
tax-exempt Fiesta ECOlogic. 

Such ‘eco-specials’ can achieve improved fuel 
consumption, emissions and road tax bills 
with a mix of enhanced aerodynamics, revised 
engine management and gearbox ratios and 
lower rolling resistance tyres. 

However, they don’t come cheap, so weigh 
potential long-term savings against the greater 
upfront cost — if you don’t cover the miles, then 
conventional alternatives may be a better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either; the higher 
price of diesel cars and the fuel at the pumps 
need to be compared with new and more pow- 
erful small petrol models available such as 
VW’s new turbocharged 1.4-litre variants. 

On the wider issue of alternative fuels see our 
Fuel For Thought feature later in this section.

SWAPPING your car for some- 
thing more economical, road-tax 
friendly and cheaper to insure is 
an obvious way to tighten your 
motoring belt, but we can all save 


money with smarter driving. 

Try to avoid short journeys for a start; a 
cold engine can produce 60 per cent more pol- 
lution than a warm one and a car that leads 
a life of short journeys needs more servicing 
and the engine will wear more quickly. 

Traffic on our roads contributes 26 per cent 
of the UK’s total carbon dioxide emissions 
(CO2) but, having decided your journey must 
be by car, check these tips from the IAM 
(Institute of Advanced Motorists) and RAC 
Foundation motoring watchdogs: 

e Plan your route — forethought can save 
wear and tear on the car and the driver. Try 
to take the most direct route — a sat nav can 
help — and go off peak if possible. If you have 
to commute by car, think about car sharing, 
‘Park and Ride’ schemes or public transport. 

e Have your vehicle serviced regularly to 
maintain efficiency and economy. Under- 
serviced engines can reduce fuel economy by 
10 per cent or more. Catalytic converters are 
environmentally friendly, but only when 
properly maintained. 

e Check tyres — under-inflated tyres need 
replacing more often (itself an environmen- 
tal problem), are dangerous and waste fuel. 
Anybody who has cycled on ‘flabby’ tyres 
knows what extra effort is involved, so check 
pressures weekly. 

e Obey speed limits to save money and 
keep you on the right side of the law. Try to 
‘feather’ the throttle as you reach cruising 
speed; 56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel than 
70mph and a smoother driving style can 
bring significant fuel saving. 

However, never coast in neutral or with 
clutch pedal depressed to save fuel; vehicle 
control must not be compromised.

e Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine — pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Use the gearbox efficient- 
ly as changing gear at modest engine speeds 
can cut fuel consumption by up to 15 per 
cent. 

e Reduce drag — remove roof racks and car- 
riers when not in use. Driving with windows 
open also mars aerodynamics and lowers 
fuel economy. Remove unnecessary and 
heavy boot luggage and avoid heavy acces- 
sories and wide tyres that add rolling resist- 
ance. Air conditioning lowers fuel economy so 
use the fan and vents unassisted as much as 
possible. 

e Buy green fuel and use less. Find out if 
you can buy low sulphur diesel (City diesel) 
or cleaner petrol (low sulphur/aromatics) 
locally. Consider a conversion to LPG (liquid 
petroleum gas), which is half the price of 
petrol, generates almost as much power and 
emits much less CO2. 

e Use ‘accelerator sense’. Do you go 
straight from accelerator to the brake? You 
save fuel if you plan ahead and, rather than 
have to brake as you hit traffic, gently let the 
speed of the vehicle bring you to a halt as you 
join a queue. There is no point in rushing and 
then having to brake suddenly. 

e Reverse in when you park. When you 
start off again, the engine is cold and ineffi- 
cient. If you can drive away smoothly with- 
out having to reverse, you save fuel and have 
better visibility. 

e Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and carry more weight than is neces- 
sary? 

e If you are stuck in a jam then you are 
doing zero mpg — turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

MORE than ever, UK drivers are 
asked to think about what is cheap- 


est and best to run their car on. 

Diesel has become first choice, accounting for 
more than half of all new car sales, but can it 
continue? 

Part of diesel’s appeal was cheapness, 
greater mpg and the ability of the engines to 
deliver low-down pulling power and meet 
tighter emissions legislation. 

However, the fuel now commands an 
increasing premium against petrol and there 
are questions about whether the fuel can con- 
tinue to meet ever-tighter emission laws. 

In addition, petrol has fought back with small- 
er, lighter and cleaner engines with turbocharg- 
ing and even supercharging for extra flexibility, 
but there are other power source candidates 
emerging to save money and the planet: 


Hybrid 


Toyota is readying the third generation of its 
ground-breaking Prius hybrid and Honda 
plans the launch of a new Insight family 
hatchback priced to attack the likes of the Ford 
Focus. Both hybrids use petrol engines in tan- 
dem with electric units. 

But two powerplants and power supplies — 
fuel tank plus batteries — mean more weight, 
while complexity of production questions prof- 
itability. If you’re considering a hybrid you need 
to be covering many miles to justify extra 
upfront cost and bear in mind motorway mpg is 
hardly better than a standard car. 


LPG 


Liquefied petroleum gas (LPG) looks like an 
excellent alternative fuel due to lower fuel 
duty and emissions, cheaper car tax and 
grants towards the higher cost of buying new 
or converting older verhicles to run on LPG. 

There is also a plentiful UK LPG supply as a 
spin-off from natural gas and refinery produc- 
tion of other fuels.

Fuel for 


There are many more LPG filling points 
across the country too — Kent now has some 40 
LPG sites — and Proton recently launched a 
petrol and LPG version of its GEN-2 family 
hatchback for the same price as the petrol-only 
model (£10,765). 

LPG costs about half that of petrol and diesel 
at the pump, emits about 20 per cent less CO2 
than petrol and slightly less than diesel and 
fewer nitrogen oxides and particulates than 
diesel. However, the calorific value and mpg is 
slightly lower than for petrol and it will cost at 
least £1,500 to convert an existing vehicle via 
an approved LPG Association operator. 


Electric 


Electric-powered vehicles should be cheap to 
run, but battery technology is not yet 
advanced enough to guarantee ranges to satis- 
fy would-be owners. There is the obvious worry 
too that the car’s emissions are being trans- 
ferred from the exhaust pipe to the chimney of 
a power station burning fossil fuel. 


Biofuels 


Biofuels derived partly from vegetable matter 
appeal since plants absorb CO2 during growth 
and simply release it again when burned — a 
virtuous circle. Fuels derived with an element 
of plant matter divide broadly into biodiesel and 
the petrol alternative bioethanol, and most road 
fuels sold in the UK will contain at least five per 
cent biofuel by next year, anyway. Some special- 
ist vehicles are available that can run on high- 
er ‘bio’ concentrations, but there is concern that 
turning over arable land or forest to grow ‘biofu- 
el’ plants will strain the world’s food supplies. 


Hydrogen 


Use of this abundant gas to power electrical- 
ly-driven cars — Honda already has an exten- 
sive trial running in California — looks like the 
future. Hydrogen cars are zero emission, but it 
is proving hard to establish the cost and possi- 
ble emissions side-effects of producing the 
hydrogen fuel.

Efficiency is punished 


Medway Council, of which I am cabinet portfo- 
lio holder for adult social care, has received its 
Government formula grant settlement. 

As in previous years, it has had £4.3 million 
deducted for so-called ‘floor damping’, the 
amount the Government takes from us to give 
to other councils. 

Medway Council has a very low tax base 
because in recent years we have kept our local 
tax as low as possible. We are aware that peo- 
ple on fixed incomes, such as pensioners, can- 
not afford to pay high taxes. 

Our local tax is one of the lowest in the coun- 
try. Consequently our formula grant settle- 
ment is very low. The example I give is 
Brighton and Hove council, with demographics 


very much the same as Medway (deprivation, 
etc), yet it receives £25m more by way of the 
Government formula grant. Brighton charges 
band D taxpayers £150 more per annum, giv- 
ing them £13m more than Medway, which 
means it has £38m more to spend on service 
provision. How can that be fair? I am very 
much of the opinion that the formula grant is 
wrong, unfair and should be changed. 


I call on the Local Government Association to 


demand change from the Government. It 
seems that because we are prudent, efficient 
and give value for money, we are penalised.

Woolworths, Adams, Viyella, Wedgwood, Land 
Rover — the list seems never ending. A day 
can’t go by without the announcement of yet 
more job losses. Big business is suffering as

HARD-PRESSED Western car 
brands won't be pleased that ambi- 
tious Hyundai has plugged a big 


gap at the sharp end of its range. 

As UK drivers downsize, Hyundai's outgoing 
Getz supermini had looked increasingly 
dated sitting between the Korean marque’s 
superb i10 city car and i30 Ford Focus 
challenger. 

The i20 puts that right and looks formidable, 
despite entering the market at the same time 
as the new supermini leader in both sales and 
ability — the latest Ford Fiesta. 

Designed in and for Europe (in Germany) 
and built to a high standard in India, the i20 
is another clever Korean all-rounder yet 
shows greater mastery of all attributes. For a 
start, fit and finish are better and interior 
design and materials has risen by a notch. 

The wheelbase is longer than the Getz and 
wider too, so the car feels roomier and better 
arranged while boot space bears comparison 
with some hatchbacks from the class above.

That extra space between the wheels has 
also contributed to a near perfect balance of 
ride quality and handling; my own preference 
leans towards a slightly tauter chassis, but the 
increasingly poor state of our roads makes a 
set-up like the i20’s far more realistic. 

Standard kit on the car has been enhanced 
so every i20 comes with full complement of 
airbags, air con and glove box cooler, electric 
front windows plus fully adjustable wheel and 
driver’s seat — all from just £8,645 for the 
petrol 1.2-litre five-door Classic. 

Entry prices will fall in April when the 
three-door version goes on sale from £8,195 
and, with the promise of reliability backed by 
Hyundai’s five-year warranty, far more style 
and predicted low running costs, choosing 
such a car looks like a no-brainer whether or 
not you note the current economic climate. 

It still has to be criticised for lacking a ‘wow 
factor’ while doing virtually everything so well

and the 77bhp 1.2 petrol is a better bet for the 
money than the 1.4 costing from £500 more — 
there is little extra urge for the reduced 
economy and higher emissions and the small- 
er unit’s gearbox is crisper. 

A 1.4 diesel is also offered, but none were 
available at the launch event. This should 
average some 10mpg more than the 1.2 petrol, 
but prices start from a £1,000 more and I'm 
increasingly dubious about the benefits of 
small diesels against upfront cost, dearer fuel, 
plus higher wear and tear on tyres and front- 
end mechanicals. 

Petrol models are still quieter generally and 
emissions control and output are improving. 

The other big i20 buying choice is trim level 
and mid-range Comfort (from £9,445 in five- 
door) looks best with powered windows all 
round, alloys, USB port for iPod/MP3, steering 
wheel controls for the sound system and 
powered folding and heated door mirrors.

IT WAS something of a foregone 
conclusion that Renault would 
have to launch a cut-price Twingo. 

The French marque had hoped to 
market its baby hatchback as a pre- 
mium product to rival the Fiat 500 
and BMW Mini, but it is not sexy 
enough and faces too much compe- 
tition from the CitroénC1/Peugeot 
107/Toyota Aygo sisters and now, 
Ford’s new Ka (see right). 

So dealers now offer a new

Subarulmpreza 


SUBARU will tell you that cult sta- 


tus ain’t what it’s cracked up to be. 

Pilloried for allowing its Impreza rally icon 
to go some 15 years more or less unchanged, 
it has been slammed by so-called purists for 
totally re-inventing the car. 

But cult status does not necessarily boost 
sales and there had to come a time 
when Subaru had to stop disguising the 
frumpy old Impreza with bling alloys and 
spoilers — it was starting to look like a pension- 
er in a boob tube. 

There was also the saga of three nose jobs 
within a few years, as if the Japanese marque 
had found a plastic surgeon’s practice with a 
revolving door. 


But the ‘Scooby-Do’ community was torn in 
2007 by the belated ‘one-size fits all’ five-door 
hatchback replacement for the old saloon and 
‘estate’ options. 

I wonder why though; both former and new 
Impreza buyers get a car that is more versatile 
and one that still offers affordable all-wheel drive 
—a Subaru ‘trademark’ — across a wide range. 

Our test car is the performance flagship, 
the 2.5 WRX STi, though don’t rule out even 
hotter ones to come. 

It still has supercar acceleration (0-60mph 
in under five seconds) for half or a third of the 
cash, but is far more conservative and less 
‘Burberry baseball cap’ than before — more 
where Subaru wants and needs to be, 
especially now that it has added a diesel 


option to bigger models in its line-up. 

The new WRX STi retains a thrill factor: the 
big bonnet air scoop adds to a muscular style 
and the smooth turbocharged 300bhp flat four 
or boxer engine sounds good — though not as 
guttural as before. 

You can also tweak the centre differential 
to distribute more power to either axle and 
play with the engine/throttle response, but 
that is track day stuff or something to keep 
geeks happy; this car is such a taut drive and 
puts its ample power down so well that it is 
hard to drive legally and put such features to 
the test. 

Which brings me back to flexibility; the new 
Impreza — in any version — is better suited to 
current times and conditions and will win

more converts than it will lose diehards. 

Despite having an extra transmission up the 
back end, the hatchback boot is surprisingly 
roomy — it’s 25 per cent smaller than a Ford 
Focus, but not much inferior to a Renault 
Megane and matches a Vauxhall Astra. 

Being a Subaru, the Impreza should also 
uphold the brand’s reputation for indestructi- 
ble rally-bred engineering. 

If I was picky I would say the six-speed WRX 
gearshift is not as crisp as it could be, but that 
might ease in time. 

As with a lot of cars expected to span a wide 
price range the basic Impreza interior also 
looks a bit stark in the top end WRX, despite 
the usual hot badges and more generous 
equipment — the test car is more than

twice the price of the 1.5R entry car. 

The WRX is also a comfortable sporting 
model to ride in considering its prodigious 
grip, so the baseball cap brigade might 
have more success this time persuading the 
missus that the hottest Impreza is actually 
‘a family motor’. 

However, I suspect the Impreza will really 
make inroads in mid-range, where having a 
more civilised WRX halo model this time 
around can only help Subaru’s cause. 

Anyone downsizing from a 4x4 to a hatch- 
back, but wanting to keep all-wheel drive, 
should also check out the Impreza line-up.

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County unites for 
the big fightback 


KENT business began a high-pro- 
file fightback against the depress- 
ing economic scene this week with 
the formal signing of an agree- 
ment for action by top county cor- 


porate and support groups. 

Minutes after Kent County Council 
unveiled its 65-page blueprint for regenera- 
tion over the next 20 years, the group set an 
agenda for giving local businesses the infor- 
mation and tools to help them survive and 
prosper. 

The initiative is being led by KCC, spear- 
headed by Cllr Kevin Lynes, cabinet member 
for regeneration and supporting independ- 
ence, and co-ordinated by Jim McKenzie, eco- 
nomic development manager. 

All the delegates signed a concordat — the 
Backing Kent Business Agreement for Action 
— which is a significant step forward after the 
launch of the Backing Kent Business cam- 
paign on December 10. 

Basically, it highlights how KCC and busi- 
ness leaders will work together to help sup- 
port businesses until the recession ends. 

Among those attending were the Federation 
of Small Businesses, Institute of Directors, 
CBI, Thames Gateway Chamber of 
Commerce, South East England Development

Agency, Business Support Kent, Business 
Link, University of Kent, Kent Invicta 
Chamber of Commerce, Kent Attractions, 
Channel Chamber of Commerce and repre- 
sentatives from KCC. 

The strategy, titled the Kent Support 
Centre, is centred on a website which, 
although up and running, is still being devel- 
oped. It is on the KCC main website: 
www.kent.gov.uk. 

The group has agreed to sort out a number 
of matters before next month’s meeting, 
including getting banking representatives 
around the table, seconding a corporate 
finance expert, and details such as making 
sure procurement procedures are clear on the 
website. 

Delegates are also going to detail their 
expertise for pooling and seek out and pro- 
mote all the good news stories they can find 
from local businesses, to show that the pic- 
ture is not all gloomy. 

In the regeneration blueprint — entitled 
Unlocking Kent’s Potential — KCC said it 
wanted to “provide strategic leadership and 
practical support to the diverse Kent econo- 
my, tailored to the particular needs of

defined sector groupings”. 

It added: “It is particularly important that 
the ‘high value’ sectors such as pharmaceuti- 
cals, IT, construction, financial services and 
creative industries are supported to drive 
Kent’s future economic growth.” 

KCC aims to publish a Business Sector 
Strategy — “we want KCC to be the most 
business-friendly council in England” — and 
boost its vocational programme, education- 
business partnerships and apprenticeship 
programme. 

It will “seek to secure the opportunities pre- 
sented by the London 2012 Olympics, and the 
substantial programme of new housing, com- 
munity infrastructure and business develop- 
ments in north Kent, Ashford and elsewhere 
in Kent”. 

To tackle the skills deficit in the county, it 
wants to “develop a commissioning model for 
post-16 education and training provision that 
puts Kent’s business needs at its heart so 
that young people emerge with the key skills 
required by the local community”. 

It also wants to establish a Skills 
Commission for the county chaired by a cap- 
tain of industry, with members from the key 
economic sectors in the county. 

“The commission will examine the skills 
needs of Kent and identify areas for future 
investment,” KCC added. 


‘Landlords 
need lenders 
to play ball’ 


TIGHT-fisted banks not playing ball in the 
buy-to-let property market could lead to a lack 
of affordable rental accommodation in Kent at 
a time when demand for it is rising. 

With the latest big drop in Bank of England 
interest rates, the National Landlords’ 
Association is concerned banks and other 
lenders aren’t passing on lower rates. 

Simon Gordon, its head of communications, 
said: “It’s time lenders started to play ball and 
pass these latest rate cuts on to landlords. 

“Part and parcel of the Government bailout 
was the requirement for lenders to start lend- 
ing to consumers. It’s crucial for landlords to 
have access to mortgage finance. 


Demand 


“Despite recent reductions to the base rate, 
there is very little evidence that banks and 
building societies are helping buy-to-let bor- 
rowers by cutting their rates. 

“At a time when rental demand is on the up 
across the UK, many professional landlords 
will be aiming to expand their portfolios, thus 
providing much needed housing. 

“We all know the effects of the credit crunch 
and at the moment lenders are not lending at 
the same level that they were. 

“Tf this continues for some time, there will be 
an impact on the availability of decent and 
affordable rental accommodation at a time 
when demand is rising, and the last thing 
councils in Kent, or anywhere else in the coun- 
try, need is more pressure on limited social 
housing provision.”

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EU takes aim at 
48-hour opt-out 


FIRMS which have cut their workforces during the down- 
turn may have shot themselves in the foot, writes 


Business Editor Tony Patey. 

They have banked on employees who are left working longer hours 
when necessary — but a recent EU decision may scupper that. 

The decision was made by the European Parliament to abolish the 
opt-out of the 48-hour working week — and if voted through it would be 
gone by 2011 or sooner. 

However, it is not yet a decision of the Council of Ministers, and the 
EU’s 27 member states have until May to agree a deal through the ae 
council. If they cannot do so, the new agreement will fail and the sta- 
tus quo, including the opt-out, will remain in place. 

But Pam Loch of HR and employment law specialists Loch 
Associates, which has an office in Tunbridge Wells, said if it goes 
ahead businesses could be dealt a blow. 

“Instead of being able to rely on employees working additional 
hours, businesses will have to ensure workers limit their hours. 
“Many may have to consider recruiting more people to cover 
the same workload. Businesses that have made staff reduc- 
tions might face the possibility of being forced to recruit 
employees to bolster a workforce which can only work a set 

number of hours each week.” 

She said the aim of the proposed abolition was the promo- 
tion of the health and safety of workers — the same aim that 
lay behind the decision to limit the maximum working week 
to 48 hours. But the UK Government believed the flexibili- 
ty the opt-out could offer outweighed the benefits to employ- 
ees’ health and safety. 

Since 1998, when the Working Time Regulations were 
introduced, employees aged 18 or over who wanted to work 
more than 48 hours a week could choose to opt out of the 48- 
hour limit. The only limitations were that the opt-out had to 
be voluntary and in writing. 

Employees could change their minds and 
all they had to do was give their employer 
three months’ written notification. 

Many businesses and employees liked the 
idea, and use of the opt-out has been exten- 
sive, but unions have been pushing the 
Government for some time to remove it. 

Along with a handful of EU member 
states, the UK has continued to resist this.

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Factual approach to 
energy certificates 


CHATHAM-based solicitors 
Stephens and Son LLP, one of the 
oldest firms in north Kent, has 
sent out a factsheet on energy per- 
formance certificates (EPC) to 
landlord clients providing advice 


and information. 

Since the beginning of October, the law 
states there must be a commercial EPC for all 
commercial sales or lettings, or a domestic 
one for any domestic property let to a new 
tenant — although renewals are exempt. 

The firm, established in 1793, says if the 
response from clients is an indicator, many 
people affected by the change in the law have 
little or no idea this is on the horizon. 

Soon it will be the turn of the tenant clients, 


who will receive their own factsheet. 

Peter Daniels, a senior solicitor, said: “In 
among the regulations are some exceptions. 

“For instance, if a domestic property is 
divided into individual rooms and let under 
separate agreements, and there are shared 
facilities such as kitchen and/or bathroom, an 
EPC is not required. 

“However, where the entire building is let 
under one agreement, a single EPC will be 
required for the whole dwelling. 

“Landlords failing to provide a valid domes- 
tic EPC will face a £200 fixed penalty fine — 
per dwelling, per incident — and be made to 
obtain one. 

“If a landlord sells a portfolio of properties, 
they will need a domestic one for each proper- 
ty — although it may be appropriate to have 
an ‘average EPC’ where the properties are the 
same type; for example, forming part of an

estate and all constructed at the sale time.” 

Banks, building societies and other mort- 
gage providers will require EPCs on individ- 
ual buy-to-let properties, so it is important for 
sellers and landlords to seek out the services 
of a surveyor. 

This Government initiative is being rolled 
out during 2009 and is intended to introduce 
energy-saving measures in three areas: the 
inspection of air-conditioning systems, boil- 
ers, and energy certificates. Some of the pro- 
visions are already in place. 

Currently, commercial and domestic EPCs 
for lettings only are valid for up to 10 years 
and can be re-used as many times as neces- 
sary throughout that period. 

If a property is sold to a tenant, the EPC 
must be less than 12-months old — although a 
HIPS pack will not be necessary as the sale is 
not with vacant possession.

Team handed wb i fund lifeline 


DREAMS of entering a Great Britain hand- 
ball team for the 2012 Olympics were given 
renewed hope after a Kent man helped 
secure funding from Europe. 

Last month UK Sport announced its budg- 
et for 2012 Olympic funding had been 
reduced by £50 million. The cut means a 
number of sports will expect less money than 
budgeted, threatening the Olympic ambi- 
tions of the Great Britain handball team.

Gills Gills skipper tells tells \ 
of pneumonia hell 
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BARRY Fuller has revealed he 
was attached to an oxygen tank for 
four days and was unable to speak 
after being struck down with 


severe bacterial pneumonia. 
The Gillingham skipper spoke for the 
first time after having spent a week in hos- 
pital after developing the illness, which 
infected a third of his lungs. Doctors are 
still baffled as to why the physically fit 24- 
year-old was affected, but a successful 
course of antibiotics enabled him to return 
home last week. 

The Ashford-born defender, who before the 

problems had never spent an extended peri- 
od in hospital, told Kent on Sunday it had 
been a distressing time. 
“Obviously it was very worrying,” he said. “As 
soon as I walked in to the doctors they did an oxy- 
gen test and said I had to go to hospital straight 
away. They couldn’t tell me what was wrong, just my 
body wasn’t producing enough oxygen.

“As soon as I got to the hospital they put me on oxygen 
| immediately and that’s when I thought something must be 
) very wrong. 
| “I became so ill that late on Tuesday I was unable to speak 
| and I wasn’t able to come off the oxygen for four days. It came 
| to the point where I said I never thought I would be this ill 
/ until long after I retired. 
“I would try to speak three or four words but it made me 
| totally exhausted and I had to sleep.” 
Pneumonia usually develops from an infection in the lungs 
\ | and can be fatal in the old, young or those with weakened 
) immune systems. Despite the apparent severity of his symp- 
= toms, Fuller admits if it had been left to him he would not 
have acted so swiftly. 
He said: “I didn’t take much notice and thought I had a 
bit of flu coming on. It was my family who booked an 
| appointment with my GP and forced me to go; maybe if 
they hadn’t it could have been much worse.” 

Fuller is due to go for a check-up tomorrow, and is hop- 
ing to return to the club late next week to do some prelim- 
inary work with team physio Paul Smith. 

The full-back has lost weight during the fortnight since 
falling ill and even if everything goes to plan it is expect- 
ed to take several weeks before he is fit enough to be avail- 
able for selection.

Ladies Tour 
lifeline gives

DANI Masters’ golf career looks far 
from over after she received a life- 
line, despite failing in her last chance 
to win back automatic exemption 
last week. 

The Maidstone golfer’s three-year 
stay on the Ladies European Tour 
appeared to be over when she 
missed the cut at the final qualifying 
event in Spain. 

Masters, 25, was forced to enter 
the tournament after missing the 
second half of last season with a 
back injury, which saw her slip 
down the rankings after losing her 
card for 2009. 

But just as it appeared the Chart 
Hills member would have to spend 
a season on the sidelines before 
trying again next year, she was 
given a lifeline. 

She said: “I came off the course 
not really knowing what was hap- 
pening. When | came back to sign 
my card | talked to some of the Tour 
Officials and they seemed pretty 
positive. I’ve got a ranking because 
of my career earnings and I’ve done 
a lot of promotional work, so | should 
be able to get sponsors’ invites.” 

Masters is hopeful of getting wild- 
card entries to as many as two- 
thirds of the events this year. She 
should make her first appearance 
when the European season starts 
with the Turkish Ladies Open in May. 

The target is to accrue enough 
earnings across the season to 
force her way into the top 20 on the 
order of merit, which would be 
enough to regain a full card for the 
2010 season. 

While it looks a long shot with 
Masters’ past record — her best finish 
on the order of merit was 43rd in 2007 
— there is a precedent. Melissa Reid 
achieved it last season, finishing 12th 
despite only playing 17 events. 
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
